Hay it please your Excellency, 

We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, submit to 
your Excellency this our twenty-sixth annual Report under the 
Statute 35 & 86 Vic., chap. 69, entitled “The Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Act, 1872, relating to our proceedings up to 
the end of March,* 1898. 

1. Poor Relief. 

We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar 
tables in previous annual Reports, summaries of weekly returns 
which we have received from the Clerks of Unions showing, 
respectively, the number of persons in workhouses, the number 
maintained from the Poor Rate in hospitals and other public 
institutions, and the number in receipt of out-door relief at the 
close of each week from that ended on the 27th of March, 
1897, to that ended on the 26th of March, 1898, both included ; 
and we annex two diagrams! in illustration of the fluctuations 
which occurred in the number of workhouse inmates and the 
number of persons in receipt of out-door relief, respectively, 
during the weeks included in the following statement and in 
the corresponding weeks of each of the six preceding jrears.

out-door relief, as compared with the numbers relieved in the 
preceding year. 

We have now to report that the returns for tho weeks 
included in the statement on pages 2 and 3 show an increase in 
the daily average number of persons relieved both in and out 
of the workhouses from March 1897 to March 1898, as compared 
with the year dealt with in our last Report. The daily average 
number in workhouses was 41,774, in public institutions and 
the District Schools 1,420, and on out-door relief 57,133, making 
a total of 100,327, which is higher by 3,629 than the corresponding 
total in the preceding year, and represents 1 in every 45 of the 
population of tire country at the middle of 1S97,* or 2'2 per cent., 
being -05 per cent, for in-door relief, and T25 per eent, for out-door 
relief, as shown in the tables on the preceding page. The greatest 
number relieved at any one time during the period was 123,451, 
on the 26th of March, 1898, and this represents 1 in 36 of the 
population, or 271 per cent.f At this date, however, there was 
considerable distress in the country occasioned by the failure 
of the potato crop, and the number in receipt of out-door relief 
was 77,1 87, being an increase of 20,049 on the number so relieved 
at the corresponding date in 1897. This great increase in 
out-door relief was the result of special measures devised by 
Government for the relief of the distress, which we now proceed 
to refer to. 


4. Exceptional Out-door Relief. 

The planting of the potato crop in the Spring of 1897 was 
delayed by wet and inclement weather, and this fact, coupled 
with the continuous rain experienced in August, caused serious 
injury to the crop throughout the country. The return was 
everywhere deficient, but while in the eastern portions of the 
country the quality of the tuber was good though the yield was 
small, in wet cold lands of the west and south-west the crop 
was from one-half to five-sixths below the average. 

The hay and grain crops, though they suffered to some extent 
from the heavy rains in August, were saved from permanent 
injury by the dry weather and sunshine experienced in September. 
The injury to the potato crop on the other hand had gone too 
far by the time the rain ceased, and in the poorest districts in 
which the people are most dependent upon the potato for sub- 
sistence the. failure was widespread and serious. 

The reports received from our Inspectors in October and 
November showed that, apart from the potato crop, the harvest 
as a whole had been a fair one, and that except in the congested 
districts of the west and south-west there was no prospect of 
any demand for exceptional relief.

The Unions, however in which the worst effects of the failure 
of the potato crop had been felt were, as a rule, those in a 
financially embarrassed condition, and consequently unequal to 
imich unusual strain on their resources, and we came to the 
conclusion that m some of these districts at all events it would 
ta neoessuy t° devise means for assisting the ratepayers to 
piOMde for the increased demand which was likely to he made 
toi relief. The information which we had received was 
accordingly laid before Government, on consideration of which 
it was decided that financial aid should be given to those

The Guardians of seven Unions,— Oughterard, Clifden, Galway, 
Bel mullet, Westport, Swineford, and Killala— had, up to the 31st 
of March,* accepted the Government offer of assistance on the 
condition laid down, and in each case the Government pay 75 
per cent, of the entire cost of carrying out works of public 
utility which have been opened by the Guardians in their 
respective Unions as labour tests. The Government also pay the 
whole expense of obtaining the services of the county surveyor 
in connection with these works in order to secure that per- 
manent benefit may result from the expenditure undertaken. 

In the Unions of Bautry and Kenmare the Guardians have been 
afforded an opportunity of carrying out tbe Government scheme, 
but have so far declined to .accept it, preferring to rely on their 
ordinary powers for relieving destitution within their respective 
Unions. Hitherto there has been no excessive pressure on their 
resources. 

(Jp to the 31st March last, 3,589 heads of families, representing 
about 18, 000 people, were authorised to be employed on the 
works referred to, and we have x-eason to believe that the works 
are being satisfactorily conducted, and that all those who really 
need relief are being afforded it. 

Persons who through sickness, age, or infirmity are unable to 
work are afforded relief in food by the Guardians under the 
ordinai-y law or under special authority given by us to 
Guardians relaxing the restrictions upon the affording of out-door 
relief. 

Representations were made to us towards the conclusion 
of the seed supply operations, referred to on next page, 
that persons employed on relief works in the Unions already 
named had been unable to take advantage of the seed supply 
given this year through Boards of Guardians by way of loan, 
and that this was due partly to their poverty and the high 
price which it had been expected would be demanded for the 
seed, and partly to the unwillingness of the Guardians to make 
further advances to persons who had not discharged their liability 
for seed under the Acts of 1890 and 1895. 

As the people employed on the works were undoubtedly the 
poorest iu the distressed districts and most in need of seed, the 
Government felt that it was very important that some steps 
should be taken to afford them the advantage of having seed for 
their holdings, and we were accordingly authorised to distribute 
about 550 tons of the best varieties of Scotch potatoes as a 
free grant and as an additional recompense for labour to persons 
working on the labour tests. The entire cost of this seed 
including carriage and expenses of distribution, was. defrayed 
from the grant for relief of distress. The Guardians were 
informed that 2 cwt. might be given to each labourer on the

observe that a considerable quantity of the newer kinds more 
especially those known as “Beauty of Bute ’’and "Up-to-date” 
were also obtained. Wo estimate that altogether about 8,000 tons 
of seed potatoes and about 2,000 tons of oats were purchased, the 
white potato oats and the black Tartary variety having been pre- 
ferred in most cases. The greater part of the potato seed was 
purchased in the north of Ireland instead of in Scotland as on 
former occasions, and we think this change is due to the circum- 
stance that at the time the majority of the Guardians were seeking 
for tenders the Scotch seed was quoted at prices considerably 
higher than those quoted for seed grown in the north of Ireland. 

The returns received from the Guardians show that the average 
price of the potatoes was a few shillings per ton cheaper than m 
1895. Applications for seed in the various Unions were for 
a time limited by the expectation that high prices would be 
demanded for the seed, but when it became known that the 
Guardians could purchase at reasonable rates the number in- 
creased considerably. The prices were no doubt kept within 
bounds by the great increase in the amount of foreign potatoes 
imported to the British Islands in the months of January and 
February, 

To ensure that sound and reliable seed free from disease should 
be obtained, we appointed sixteen Seed Inspectors to assist the 
Guardians in the selection of the seed, and afterwards to inspect it 
■at the place of despatch, and in every instance the purchase was 
effected subject to a satisfactory report being received from the 
Inspector. 

We referred in our twenty-third Report (page 9) to the great 
advantage which resulted from the system adopted in 2 895 of a 
careful inspection of the potatoes before being despatched to the 
Unions, and our recent experience of the system has confirmed 
the views which wo then expressed, only a few complaints having 
reached us as to the quality of certain consignments. 

The gross amount of the loans required by the Guardians to 
meet the expenditure incurred for the supply of seed potatoes 
and oats, we estimate, will be abtiut £70,000.* 

The Government, having had satisfactory evidence as to the 
usefulness of spraying potato crops with a solution of sulphate 
of copper and lime, decided, early in March last, to insert 
in the Bill dealing with the seed supply a clause authorising 
Boards of Guardians to expend moneys out of the rates to a 
limited extent for the purchase of spraying machines, and also to 
obtain loans from the Board of Works free of interest for the 
purpose. We accordingly addressed to each Board of Guardians 
a circular letter, a copy of which will be found in the Appendix, j - 
intimating the fact, and setting out the conditions laid down by 
Government in connection with the proposal. 

These conditions briefly are : — 

(a.) The loans to be repaid in two instalments, as in the case 
of loans obtained for the purchase of seed.

The returns for 1897-98 summarized above show an increase 
in the number of persons relieved in workhouses in each of the 
weeks included in the table as compared with the corresponding 
weeks of the previous year. There was a decrease in the 
number of persons who received out-door relief in five of the 
weeks given in the table, and an increase in the remaining 
seven weeks. The increase in out-door relief during the present 
year is referred to on page 5. 

10. We here continue from last Report a classified return of 
the number of inmates in workhouses on the first Saturday in 
each year for the last thirty-one years, with the per-centage of 
the several classes on the total number of inmates.

Tlie deaths during 1897 amounted to 9,fi4r:3, being 1,240 more 
than in the preceding year * but less than the average of the last 
six years, and considerably less than the average of any longer 
period. The deaths of infants one year old and under amounted to 
048, and those of children from one to five years old numbered 330, 
the total, 984, being 10 '2 per cent, of the entire number of deaths.

17. Invalid Foundlings. 

In paragraph 1G of our last Annual Report we referred to the 
survivors ot the Invalid Foundlings who, before the introduction of 
the Poor Law system to this country in 183S, liad been main- 
tained as nurse children on the revenues of the Dublin Foundling 
Hospital but are now maintained by means of a grant annually 
voted by Parliament. There were, at the date^of the Report 
above alluded to, 15 of these invalids, two of whom have 
since died ; the number now to be maintained is, therefore, 
only 13. 


IS. Dissolution of Board of Guardians. 

During the last year we deemed it necessary to dissolve the 
Board of Guardians of Belmullet Union in pursuance of the 
powers vested in us by the 18th section of the Poor Relief (Ire- 
land) Act, 1847, and to place the management of that Union in 
the hands of paid officers. The letter assigning our reason for 
doing so will be found in the Appendix.! 

19. Emigration. 

We now continue the series of emigration statistics by repeat- 
ing, with one additional year, the table showing the number of 
persons assisted by Boards of Guardians to emigrate under the 
provisions of the Irish Poor Relief Acts and the cost incurred 
for that purpose in each year, that is to say, for forty-eight years 
ended on the 25tli of March last.

From the above table it will be seen that there was an 
increase of £19,324 in “ in-maintenance and clothing," of £1,014 
ill “out door relief,” of £3,972 in “cost of relief in blind and 
deaf and dumb institutions, and of patients in extern hospitals,” 
and of £2,578 in “ salaries and rations of officers,” while there 
was a decrease of £1,011 in “all other poor relief expenditure,” 
making a net increase of £25,877 in the expenditure connected 
with the relief of the poor during the year 1897 as compared 
with 1896.

It is enacted by section 3 of the Probate Duties (Scotland and 
Ireland) Act, 1888, that, until otherwise provided by Parliament, 
after the deduction of £5,000 payable to the Royal Dublin 
Society, the balance ol this grant annually distributable in 
Ireland shall be divided equally between Boards of Guardians 
of Poor Law Unions and Road Authorities. Under section 5 
of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, this grant forms 
part of the Guarantee Fund therein provided for, and the 
inequality in the sums paid to Boards of Guardians and Road 
Authorities, as shown on the preceding pngs, is accounted for 
by the fact that deductions were made from the grant for the 
purposes of the fund mentioned, in pursuance of regulations 
framed under section 6 of the last-mentioned Act. 

Under the provisions of section 19 of the Finance Act, 1894, 
(57 and 58 Vic. chap. 30), this grant, which was formerly pay- 
able out of Probate Duties, is payable but of the Estate Duty 
derived from personal property. 

Schedules of the sums paid to Boards of Guardians and to Road 
Authorities in respect of the grant for the y T ear named above, 
are printed in the Appendix.* 


Ill— Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act, 1890. 

Under section 3 (i-) of the Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) 
Act, 1890, a sum of £78,000 is paid from the customs and excise 
duties annually to the Commissioners of National Education 
to be distributed for the benefit of the several national schools 
in Ireland, and by sub-section b it is provided that in the case 
of every national school in a union which is a contributory union 
as defined by the National School Teachers’ (Ireland) Act, 1875, 
the sum to be distributed shall be paid to the guardians of such 
union, to be applied in aid of the poor rate (sub-section c). 

The contributory unions are set forth in the schedule to our 
General Order of the 14 th of May, 1897, which is printed in the 
Appendix,! and the sums paid out of the customs and excise 
duties, as above referred to, to the guardians of the twenty-five 
unions named in the schedule, on account of the financial year 
ended the 31st of March, 1897, amounted to £16,826.

We next submit to j’-our Excellency a series of tables showing 
for the year 1S97, and in some instances for several years in 
comparison with that year, the numbers of cases treated by the 
Medical Officers of Dispensary Districts^ under the Medical 
Charities Act, the number of persons vaccinated, the number of 
cases notified under the Infectious Disease (Notification) Act, 
the deaths in workhouses from small-pox and the number of 
oases of that disease treated in the Dispensary Districts, the 
numbers attended in the Districts for fever, the expenditure 
under the Medical Charities and Vaccination Acts, and the cases 
in which we have issued certificates under the Dispensary 
Houses (Ireland) Act. 

The first table exhibits, in the usual form, the fluctuations 
in the number of cases in which medical relief was afforded 
under the Medical Charities Act during each of the last twelve 
years ended on the 30th of September, for each Province and for 
the whole of Ireland. 

Compared with the year ended in 1896 it will be seen that 
last year there was in Munster and Leinster an increase, and in 
Ulster and Connaught a decrease in the number of cases pre- 
scribed for at the dispensaries, while as regards the cases treated 
at home there was an increase in each of the Provinces. 

The net increase in the number of eases treated at dispensaries 
was 2 754 and the increase in the number attended at home 
16 473 making a total increase of 19,227 in the number of 
cases in which medical relief was afforded by the medical officers 
of Dispensary Districts.

28. Vaccination in Workhouses. 

The numbers of cases of vaccination and re-vaccination per- 
formed in workhouses during the same year were, respectively, 
805 and 21, making a total of 826.* 

29. Vaccine Department of the Local Government

During the year ended the 31st of March last, 2,955 
applications for lymph were received from medical officers of 
workhouses, dispensaries, and other public institutions, from 
military medical officers, and from private practitioners, and 
14,140 points, and 4,881 tubes charged with lymph were 
distributed.

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Outbreaks of Fever in 1897-98. 

In connection with the increase in the number of fever cases 
i 1SJ7, compared with 1896, shown in the foregoing table, we 
. i' e , 0 l ‘ e P 01 't that an outbreak of typhus fever occurred in the 
islands of J. nni.sk ea, m Belmullet Union, in the early part of the 
summer of last year. The outbreak, which was chiefly attribu- 
table to the insanitary condition of the dwellings of the people 
at one time appeared to be of a very serious character, and in 
consequence of the difficulty of access to the islands the superin- 
tendence of the arrangements which were made to arrest the 
progress of the disease was at first attended with tnneli difficulty. 
Un our application, however, the Congested Districts Board 
readily placed their steamer “ Granuaile " at the disposal of the 
Sanitary Authority for some weeks for the conveyance of doctors, 
nurses, relieving officer, and daily supplies of food, and other 
requirements to the Islands, and also handed over their fish-curing 
pieimses on the south Island to be used as a hospital for males. 
Ine Commissioners of National Education similarly allowed the 
Rational School-house to be used as a hospitr.l' for females. 
Subsequently the Lords of the Admiralty, at the request of the 
Irish Government, sent the gunboat “Albacore” to bike the 
place of the “Granuaile” which had to resume its ordinary 
service, and, owing to the vigilance and energy dismayed by the 
local officials, combined with the excellence of the nursing 
arrangements, the fever was effectually stamped out in the course 
"ni- a , moB ths. During its continuance very few of those 
afflicted with the disease could be removed to the Fever Hospital, 
at Belmullet Workhouse, which is about twenty miles distant, 
and the absence of any accommodation on the islands for the 
isolation and treatment of patients rendered it necessary that 
considerable . expense should be incurred in th e erection of tem- 
porary hospital buildings,- — a portion of which was defrayed 
from funds provided by Parliament. 

A report, on the subject, received from our Medical Inspector, 
Dr. I linn, by which it appears that the total number under 
treatment, during the course of the epidemic, was 108, will he 
found in the Appendix.* 


In addition to the outbreak specially referred to above there 
were outbreaks in various parts of Ireland during 1897-98, and 
the following is a summary of the principal reports which we have 
obtained from our Medical Inspectors in relation thereto: —

36. Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1896. 

Under Section 1 of this Statute we are enabled on the applica- 
tion of the Sanitary Authority of any rural sanitary district, or 
of persons rated to the extent of at least one-tenth of the net 
rateable value of such district, or of any contributory place 
therein, to declare any provision of the Public Health (Ireland) 
Acts, 1878 to 1890, in force in urban sanitary districts to be 
in force in such rural district or contributory place, and to invest 
the rural authority concerned with all the powers, rights, duties, 
capacities, liabilities and obligations of an urban authority under 
those Acts. During the year ended on the 25th of March last 
we made eleven investing, .fee., Orders’ under the above-mentioned 
Section affecting one entire rural sanitary district, and contribu- 
tory places in seven other rural sanitary districts. 

Section 7 provides that, subject to our consent, duties per- 
formed by officers under the Public Health (Ireland) Acts, 1878 
to 1896, may be taken into consideration in calculating the amount 
of superannuation allowances to he granted to such officers. 
Section 8 alters materially the procedure for putting in force 
the powers which a Provisional Order, confirmed by Parliament, 
may give to a Sanitary Authority to take lands compulsorily for 
the purposes of the Public Health Acts. Section 15 empowers 
us to provide for the performance of duties of sanitary 
authorities in cases where we are satisfied, after dne inquiry, 
that such authorities have made default ; and the Act includes 
various other provisions affecting previous legislation.

40. Technical Instruction Act, 1889. 

This Act provides that rural and urban sanitary authorities 
may supply, or aid the supply of, technical or manual instruction 
out of the local rate — which, in the case of rural authorities, is 
defined to be the rate out of which special expenses under the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, are payable. Where rural 
authorities take advantage of the Act wc declare the area ot 
charge for any expenses which may be incurred, by them for the 
purpose, but no occasion for doing so has arisen since the date 
of our last Report. A 

The expenditure incurred under the Act during the year ended 
the 29th of September last will be found in the Appendix.* 


41. Post Office Act, 1891. 

This Statute enables rural sanitary authorities to assist in the 
provision of postal or telegraphic facilities for contributory places 
within their districts by undertaking to pay to the Postmaster- 
Genera] any loss he may sustain in providing such facilities. 

The extent to which the provisions of the Act have been 
availed of by sanitary authorities during the past year will

Grants in aid of Labourers’ Cottages. 

Exchequer Contribution” under Land Purchase 
Act of 1891. 

Section 5 of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, 
provides for the payment of £40,000 (termed the Exchequer 
Contribution) m every financial year out of the Consolidated 
f und to a Reserve Fund until £200,000 accumulated, and 
afterwards so far as not required for that purpose, to the 

Local Taxation (Ireland) Account, for distribution as follows- 

each ot the six municipal boroughs to which the Purchase of 
hand (Ireland) Act does not apply to receive such share as 
it would be entitled to if the money were part of tile Irish 
probate duty grant, and the residue to lie divided between 
* he , comitles ln the proportion of their respective shares in 
that grant, and to be applied towards the cost of providing 
cottages under the Labourers Acts since the passing of the Land 
Purchase Act. The Reserve Fund of £200,000 having been 
ioinied the Exchequer Contribution of £40, 000 in respect of each 
of the hnanciai years 1896-7 and 1897-8, became available for dis- 
tribution, and the amount for these two years, viz., £80,000 has 
been dead with as follows, in accordance with the Regulations 
* he «v ] f ect lmule l ;y yum- Excellency on the 22nd March, 
1S97, which are printed at page 93 of the Appendix to our last 
Report. A sum ol £5 960 17s. lid. lias been distributed to the 
mx Municipal Boroughs above referred to, viz, Belfast, Cork 
Lublin, Limerick, Londonderry, and Waterford, and £37 252 14s 
co Boards of Guardians in aid of their liabilities payable out of 
ates m .espeet of labourers’ cottages provided since 1891, the 
Commissioners of Public Works have been paid £13,888 6s 6 d 

hi reduction of loans advanced to Boards of Guardians' for 
such cottages, and the balance of £22,898 Is. 7 d. has been 
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reserved for the present in respect of unions not .yet entitled to 
participate in the grant. Detailed particulars in relation to 
these sums -will be found in the Appendix. * 


“ County Percentage ” under Land Purchase Act. 

Section 4 of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, 
provided that^an annual sum (called the County Percentage) of 
live shillings for every £100 advanced for land purchase should 
be paid to a Guarantee i und, and, it not required for the purposes 
of such fund, to tlic Local Taxation (Ireland) Account, and applied 
towards the cost of providing cottages under the Labourers 
Acts in the counties in which the purchased holder's are 
situated. This annual payment was however discontinued by 
Section 27 of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1,390, and the full 
amount which had accrued in respect of the County Percentage 
prior to the passing of that Act, namely, £8,805 9s. id., has been 
allocated as follows, pursuant to the Regulations on the subject 
made by your Excellency : — Boards of Guardians have received 
£4,443 10s. id., the Commissioners of Public Works have 
been paid £1,416 13s. id. in reduction of sums due by 
Boards of Guardians under the Labourers Acts, and the balance, 
£2,945 5s. 8 d., has been reserved for the present. Full parti- 
culars respecting the allocation of this money are given in the 
Appendix.f 


Labourers Cottages Grant, 1890. 

There also remains unissued a sum of £11,098 3s. Id. out of the 
Grant of £40,000 voted by Parliament in 1890 in aid of the 
liabilities incurred or to be incurred by Boards of Guardians under 
the Labourers Acts. A list of the unions in respect of which 
this sum is reserved, showing the portion of the grant available 
for each, is printed in the Appendix.f 


Operations under Acts. 

Following the course adopted in previous Reports, we 
now give tables showing what has been done by sanitary 
authorities under the improvement schemes authorized, and 
what is proposed to be done under further improvement 
schemes. 

Table A shows that out of the 15,748 houses authorized, 13,101 
have been provided, of which 12,991 are actually let, and that 
988 others are at present in progress c* contracted for. The 
aggregate monthly rent of the cottages built in each union and 
the amount of such rent in arrear are also shown.

Table B shows that further improvement schemes have been or 
are about to be submitted to us, proposing to provide 872 new 
cottages, and 138 additional half-acre allotments to cottages 
already sanctioned.

44. Housing of the Working Classes (Ireland) Acts, 
1890 to 1896. 

The Blackroek Urban Sanitary Authority have been granted 
loans amounting to £3,500 for the erection of Working Class 
Lodging Houses ; the Corporation of Waterford, a loan of £3 500 ■ 
the Corporation of Drogheda, a loan of £5,000; and the’Cor- 
poration of Dublin, a loan of £840, for the purposes of the Act iu 
question. These sums added to £246,020 His. mentioned under 
tins head m our last Deport make the total amount of the loans 
sanctioned in connection with houses for the working classes 
residing in towns £258,860 16s. In four cases Provisional Orders 
have been made confirming Improvement Schemes under 
Part I. of the Act of IS90, namely : in Belfast, Limerick, and 
Lurgan (2), and compulsory powers to take lands for Working 
Class Lodging Houses were given to the Corporations of Clonmel 
and Waterford, and the Town Commissioners of Thurles, and 
KiUiney and Bally brack, respectively. 


45. Irish Education Acts, 1892 and 1893. 

Since our last Beport we have made Provisional Orders 
empowering trustees appointed under the Irish Education Acts 
to put in force the provisions of the Land Clauses Acts with 
respect to the purchase and taking of land, otherwise than bv 
agreement, required as a site for a National school and teacher's 
residence at Tamlaght O’Crilly, in the Ballymoney Union. An 
Order was also made giving power to the trustees to take land in 
tha f authorized by a Provisional Order made on the 
15tli of November, 1894, as sites for National schools at Keenagh 
in the Ballymalion Union. 6 ’ 


46. Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854. 

Since our. last Report we approved of the adoption of the 
provisions of the Towns Improvement Act iu Macroom, and fixed 
the number of Commissioners to he elected at nine. 

Application has been made by certain inhabitants of Passage 
West, to have the provisions of the Act carried into effect in that 
distiict, and the c tse is at present under consideration. 


47. Alteration of Days for holding Fairs. 

Consent, has been given to the alteration of the days for holding 
horse fairs in the town of Killarney, from the 27th of February 
and 10th of August, to the 16th of April and 1,8th of October 
in each year, respectively.

The Returns of Local Taxation in Ireland, annually presented 
by us to Parliament, contain particulars of the receipts and 
expenditure of Grand Juries, and of the governing bodies of 
Towns; and the receipts and expenditure of the Governors of 
lunatic asylums will be found in the annual reports of the In- 
spectors of lunatics. 

The accounts of Educational Endowments, for the manage- 
ment of which schemes have been framed under the Educational 
Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, are also audited by an officer 
of our department, excepting in some cases where we approve 
of tho appointment of local auditors. 


40. Departmental Arrangements. 

We have to express to your Excellency our deep sense of the 
loss which the Department has sustained by the retirement of 
Sir George Morris, lv.C.B., from the office of Vice-President, and 
of Sir Francis X. F. MacCabe from that of Medical Commissioner 
of the Board. The office of Vice-President has been conferred on 
Mr. H. A. Robinson, C.B., who had been a Commissioner on the 
Board since 1891. Mr. Robinson has been succeeded as Com- 
missioner by Mr. W. L. Micks, Senior Inspector of the Board, who 
was acting as Secretary of the Congested Districts Board, having

teen seconded for that service for some years, and Dr. T. J. 
Stafford, Medical Inspector, has been appointed Medical Com- 
missioner in room of Sir Francis JiacCabe. The Inspectorships 
vacated by Mr. Micks and Dr. Stafford have been given, respec- 
tively to Mr. Richard Kelly and Dr. D. Edgar Flinn, both of 
whom were serving as temporary Inspectors. 

In consequence of the increased duties devolving on our 
permanent Inspectors by reason of the distress in the south and 
west of Ireland, already referred to, we found it necessary to 
appoint Mr. E. Bourke, Dr. D. Edgar Flinn, and Major Q. M. 
Eceles to act temporarily as additional Inspectors. On the 
appointment of Dr. Flinn as a permanent Medical Inspector, 
Sir J. Acheson MacCullagh, M.D., was appointed to the temporary 
Inspectorship. 

IVe also appointed the following sixteen gentlemen to act 
as Inspectors in connection with the supply of seed, potatoes and 
seed oats:— Mr. R. Hunter Pringle, Chief Inspector, Lieut - 
Colonel H. F. Cotton. Major D. R. Fair, Captain C. L. Cornel- 
ian, and Messrs. P. V. Guiry, W. Hammond, E. A. Saunderson 
R. P. Butler, M. J. Nolan, W. H. Browning, T. D. Clifford, D h’ 
Greig, T. Cullman, W. Coghlan, J. M'Inerney, and M. Bodkin. 

One of our Auditors, Colonel J. O’Hara, having retired during 
the past year, his place has been filled by the appointment of 
Captain G. 0. R. Wynne.

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
bciiEDULE hereunto annexed ; and to all others whom it may 
concern. J 


i r®?*- 6 powers vested in them by the Statutes 
m that behalf, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief 
ot the Poor m Ireland, and the Local Government Hoard for Ireland 
did, by certain Orders under Seal, make Rules and Regulations for 
regulating tho management of Workhouses in Ireland, mill the appoint- 
ment, qualification, and duties of Workhouse Officers, including those 
charged with the ntirsiugof the sick poor relieved in such Workhouses: 

And Whereas it is expedient that further Regulations in regard to 
such nursing should be made, as hereinafter set forth : 


Now, Theum-okh, in exercise of the powers vested in Us, We, tho 
Local Government Board for Ireland, do hereby order, direct and declare 
iat on, from, and after tho Thirtieth day of September, instant, the 
tol lowing -Regulations shall, except in so far as We may assent to a 
t eparture theiefrom, be in force in the several Unions named in the 
beliedule hereunto annexed : 


Article I. In this Order the expression “Guardians” means the 
oard of Guardians of any Union named in the said Schedule, or the 
aid Officers acting iti execution of the duties of such Board of 
briiaidians; the expression “ Workhouse ” means the Workhouse of 
any such ..Union, and any Fever Hospital of- such Union under the 
control of the Guardians ; the expressions “ Medical Officer,” “ Master,” 
•and “ Matron ” mean, respectively, the Medical Officer, Master, and 
Matron of the Workhouse; and the expression “Horse of the Work- 
iou.se , means the hlur.se appointed in pursuance of our General Order 
ot the Twenty-eighth day of June, 1895. 

Article II. — (1.) Notwithstanding anything contained in any of the 
Orders above referred to, no '.pauper inmate of the Workhouse shall be 
employed to perform the duties of Nurse of the Workhouse, or be 
otherwise employed in nursing any pauper in the Workhouse who 
requires nursing. 

(2.) No pauper inmate of the Workhouse shall be employed as an 
attendant in the Sick or Lying-in Wards of the Workhouse, or upon 
any pauper in the Workhouse who requires nursing, unless such 
lumate shall be approved by the Medical Officer for the purpose, and 
shall act under the immediate supervision of a paid officer of the 
Guardians. 

Article III. — It shall be the duty of the Nurse of the Workhouse 
to superintend and control the other Nurses, Assistant Nurses, and

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Artole IV. -Ifm an emergency it appears to the Medical Officer 

that the employment of a temporary Nurse is required for tire proper 
treatment of any case or cases in the Workhouse, and Ire informs the 
Master m writing accordingly, it shall be the duty of the Master to 
engage a person to act as Nurse until the next Meeting of the 
Guardians, and the Guardians shall pay the reasonable remuneration of 
tlie person so engaged.

Sections of the Act (50 & 61 Vic. chap. 57, which apply to Ireland. 

Be it. enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons,, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : — 

1. This Act may be cited as the Infant Life Protection Act, 1897. 

2. — ( 1.) Any person retaining or receiving for hire or reward in that behalf 
more than one infant under the age of five years for the purpose of nursing or 
maintaining such inlants apart from their parents for a longer period than 
forty-eight hours, shall within the said forty-eight hours give notice thereof 
to the local authority. 

(2 ) Such notice shall truly state the name, age, and sex of such infants, the 
name of the person receiving the infants, and the dwellings within which such 
infants are being kept, and the name and address of the person or persons 
from whom the -infants have been received. 

(3.) If any such infant is removed from the care of the person who has 
received the infant for the purpose aforesaid, such person shall forthwith give 
to the local authority notice of the removal, and of the name and address of 
the person to whose cave the infant has been transferred. 

(4.) If any person who has retained or received any infant as aforesaid omits to 
give the said notices, or any of them, or knowingly or wilfully makes or causes 
or procures any other person to make any false statement in any such notice, 
he shall be guilty of un offence against this Act. 

3. — (1.) It shall be the duty of every local authority to provide for the 
execution of this Act within its district, and for that purpose it shall from 
time to time make inquiry whether tin re are anv persons residing, therein who 
retain or receive infants for hire or reward, within the provisions of the 
preceding section. 

(2.) A local authority may, if it think fit, appoint male or female inspectors 
to enforce this Act, and, if any such persons retaining or receiving infants as 
aforesaid are found in its district, it shall either appoint such inspectors or 
arrange for the infants being visited by women nominated by the local 
authority and authorised by it in writing to enforce the provisions of this Act. 

(3.) A local authority may also, if it think fit, appoint or authorise in 
■writing other suitable persons to execute the provisions of this Act, subject 
to such terms and conditions as may be stated in such appointment or 
authorisation. 

(4.) Any local authority may combine with any other local authority for the 
purpose of executing the provisions of this Act, and for defraying the expenses 
of such execution. . 

(5.) Any inspector or other person duly appointed and authorised in writing 
by or on behalf of the local authority shall from time to time inspect any infants 
referred to in any notice given under this Act, and the premises in which they are

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11. Any offunee under this Act may be prosecuted and any forfeiture 
recoverable before a court of summary jurisdiction in manner provided by the 
Summary Jurisdiction Acts. 

12. Any moneys arising from penalties under this Act shall, notwithstanding 
any provision in any other Act, be paid to the local authority, and be applied to 
the purposes to which the local rate is applicable. 

J3. Every notice by this Act required to be given to the local authority 
shall be in writing, and shall be sent by post as a registered letter to the cleric 
of the local authority, or to such other peison as the local authority may 
appoint, or be delivered at the office of the local authority. 

14. The provisions of this Act shall not extend to the relatives or guardians 
of any infant by them retained or received as aforesaid, or to any person 
receiving any infant for the purpose of nursing or maintaining such infant 
under the provisions of any Act for the relief of the poor or of any order of 
the Local Government Board made under such Act ; or to hospitals, con- 
valescent homes, or institutions established for the protection and care of 
infants and conducted in good faith for religious or charitable purposes. 

15. The terms “local rate,” “ local jurisdiction,” and “local authority,” 
mean in reference to the districts mentioned in the first column of the schedule 
to this Act, the rate, jurisdiction, and authority mentioned in the second, third, 
and fourth columns of the said schedule, and such schedule shall he deemed to 
be part of this Act. The term “place of safety ” shall mean any suitable 
place, the occupier of which is willing temporarily to receive such infant. The 
term “relatives” shall mean and include the parents, grandparents, and uncles, 
and aunts, by consanguinity or affinity, of the infant retained or received as 
aforesaid, and in the case of illegitimate infants the persons who would be so 
related if the infant were legitimate. 

16. * * * * * 

17. In the application of this Act to Ireland, the Chief Secretary shall be 
subatituted for a Secretary of State, and the Local Government Board for 
Ireland shall be substituted for the Local Government Board. 

18. The Infant Life Protection Act, 1872, shall be repealed from the date 
of the commencement of this Act. 

19. This Act shall commence on the first day of January, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety- eight.

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No. 5 . — Examination by Guardians of Officers’ Accounts.

Sir, 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to 
draw attention to the terms of Article 14 of the General Regulations 
of the 18th of December, 1882, which inter alia, provides that the 
Guardians shall examine the Clerk’s Accounts, the Treasurer’s Book 
of receipts and payments, the accounts of the Collectors of Rates, and 
the accounts and other books of the Master of the Workhouse. 

It is of the utmost importance, in the interests of the ratepayers, 
that this duty should be carefully discharged each week by the Guar- 
dians, and the Board desire to state that a case recently came under 
their notice where considerable loss to a Union resulted from the omis- 
sion ot the Guardians to conform to this rule. 

The Board would point out that the system of audit only affords 
complete security to the ratepayers provided the preliminary weekly 
inspection of the accounts by the Guardians as directed by the Article 
of the Regulations above referred to, is duly' carried out, and it is in 
order to secure the observance of this regulation that the Minutes 
contain a printed note in reference to the weekly examination of these 
Books. The presiding Chairman should therefore be careful, when 
the Minutes of the previous meeting are read and laid before him for 
signature, to strike out the entry relating to the signing of the Bank 
pass book and the production of the Ledger if the entry as it stands 
is not correct, and the Clerk should make a similar alteration in the 
copy of the Minutes he transmits to this Board,

No. 6 . — Instructions relative to the Rules to be observed in 
regard to the Supply of Seed Potatoes and Seed Oats 
by Boards of Guardians to persona within their respec- 
tive Unions. 

Local Government Board, 

Dublin, 30th November, 1897. 

Sir.— The Local Government Board for Ireland desire to inform the 
Board of Guardians that Her Majesty’s Government haying had under 
consideration the question of the condition of the crops in Ireland this 
year, have authorised the Board to intimate that they will be prepared 
to advance money free of interest to Guardians for the purpose ofpio- 
viding, in certain cases, seed potatoes and seed oats in Electoral Divi- 
sions where the occupiers of land are generally unable, through po^ erty 
and in consequence of the failure of these crops, to procure a supp y 
for themselves. 
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The seed is to be sold subject to the following conditions : 

1. No seed shall be sold to any occupier of land the rateable 

value of which exceeds £15. 

2. A quantity of seed potatoes, not exceeding 12 cwt, and of 

seed oats not exceeding 3 cwt., may be sold to any occupier 
of land valued at and under £15. 

3 A quantity of seed potatoes not exceeding 6 cwt. may be 
sold to any person who cultivates for his own use any 
land under a contract made by him with the occupier of 
t ie land for the purpose of growing potatoes, provided 
that on any such sale the Guardians shall obtain such 
security as they may think sufficient for the payment of 
the price of the seed sold. J 

4. Seed shall not be sold for less than the net price paid by the

The numbers respectively for whom 
seed is to be procured. (3.) The number of Electoral .Divisions to 
be provided with seed, and (4.) the quantity of seed potatoes and 
seed oats respectively to be purchased. 

A supply of the other prescribed forms will be transmitted to you 
when this information is supplied. 

No Contract for the supply of seed can be entered into without the 
approval of the Local Government Board, and the Board desire to 
state that they will decline to sanction the purchase of any seed which 
has been grown in or near a district in Ireland affected by the failure 
of the crops this year. 

While the Board of Guardians will be responsible for the purchase 
and selection of the seed, the Government propose to appoint Inspectors 
to advise the Guardians with reference to the selection of suitable 
varieties of seed ; the choice of districts from which tlie seed should 
come ; as to storage; and also for the inspection of the seed so as to 
ensure its being true to quality, and as far as possible to guarantee 
its coming from the localities in which it is stated to have been grown. 

The Guardians will observe that is is provided in the Rules that 
application for loans must be made not later than the 15th of February 
next. 

A Bill confirming the proceedings under this Circular and accom- 
panying Rules, and indemnifying the Guardians for having acted in 
compliance therewith, will be introduced by Government.

ENCLOSURE TO THE FOREGOING. 

Rules to he observed by Boards of Guardians in carrying into effect the 
provisions of the Local Government Hoard’s Circular Letter of the 
30ch November, 1897, on the subject of Seed Potatoes and Seed Oats. 

1. Immediately upon receipt of the Circular, the Clerk of each Union shall, 
bv notice to each Guardian in the Form A. hereinafter set forth, summon a 
special meeting of the Board of Guardi ms to be held within fourteen days 
from the receipt of the Circular, for the purpose of considering whether there 
is in the Union any Electoral Division or Divisions in which the occupiers of 
land are genei ally unable, through poverty and the extent of the failure of the 
potato and oat crops, to procure an adequate supply of seed potatoes and seed 
oats. 

2. If the Guardians of any Union, present at a meeting held under the 
foregoing Rule, consider that there is any Electoral Division or Divisions in the 
Union in which the occupiers of land are generally unable for the reasons 
aforesaid to procure an adequate supply of seed potatoes and seed oats, they 
should forthwith adopt a resolution, in the Form B hereinafter set forth, to 
the effect that at a meeting to be held on that day four weeks they shall take 
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the necessary steps with the view of applying for a loan for the use of such 
Electoral Division or Divisions. They should then direct the Relievin'* 
Officers to make immediate arrangements for receiving the applicalions of 
persons requiring seed, and they should nominate or appoint other persons to 
assist in this du ty if they consider that tl.s Relieving Officers cannot undertake 
it in all parts of their respective district!. It shall thereupon be the duty of 
the Uerk ot the Union to at once ptoceed as follows : 

(a) He shall issue to each Guardian of the Union a notice, in the Form 
C hereinafter set ; forth, of the meeting at which it is proposed to 
take into consideration the various applications received for the 
supply of seed by the Relieving Officers or other persons appointed 
tor the purpose, and for the various other matters referred to in 
the iorm. 

(J) He shall cause to be posted throughout the Electoral Division or 
Divisions for the use of which it is proposed to apply for a 
loan, a notice, in the Form L>, hereinafter set forth, informin'* 
occupiers and cultivators of iaiul in such Electoral Division or 
Divisions that the Guardians propose to applv for a loan, and that

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Division. Each list shall also be signed by the Clerk of the Union, 
and shall be further vouched by the signature of the Relieving 
Officer of the district in which the Electoral Division is comprised, 
who shall be held strictly responsible for the accuracy of the 
particulars contained in the list. 

( It ) An estimate in the Form I, hereinafter set forth, showing the sum 
which the Guardians propose to borrow in respect of each Electoral 
Division, and the several other particulars prescribed in the Form, 
(c) A certified copy of the Guardians’ resolution applying for the loans. 

7. The time within which applications are to be made to the Local Govern- 
ment Board for loans shall not be later than the loth of February next, 

8. All sums received by Boards of Guardians as the price of seed potatoes 
and seed oats paid for in cash shall be paid to the Board of Works by cheque 
forwarded on the day of ordinary meeting of the Board of Guardians next 
following the receipt of such sums by them. With each cheque so forwarded 
the Cleik of the Union shall transmit to the Board of Works an account, in 
the Forms J 1 and J 2, hereinafter set forth, of the sums included m such 
cheque. 

9. Notice that the Guardiars are prepared to issue seed shall be given to 
each person wlio is to he supplied therewith, in the Form K, hereinafter set 
forth. 

10. No seed supplied by Guardians shall be delivered to any person other 
than the occupier or cultivator of the land in which the seed is to be sown, nor 
without the production by such occupier or cultivator of the notice received 
by him in the said Form Iv, nor without an acknowledgment of the receipt of 
the seed being obtained from such occupier in the Form L 1, or cultivator in 
the Form L 2, hereinafter set forth. For the purpose of properly identifying 
such occupiers and cultivators the Boor Hate Collector of each Electoral 
Division, or, should he be incapacitated by illness or otherwise, such person as 
the Guardians may appoint to act in his stead, shall attend the distribution of 
seed for that division ; and the Guardians shall take all such further steps as 
may be necessary or desirable for the purpose of such identification. 

11. Immediately after the distribution of seed in any Electoral Division the 
Guardians shall forthwith publish lists, in the Form M hereinafter set forth, 
showing the persons in the Division to whom seed ha3 been sup [died and the 
other particulars prescribed in the form. 

12. The manner in which the notices in the Forms I) and. M prescribed by 
these Rules shall be published shall be according to the accustomed mode of 
giving public notice in Electoral Divisions, namely, by posting such notices on 
or near, to the principal doors of every Clrarch or Chanel in the Division to 
which it refers. 

13. No part of a loan obtained for one Electoral Division may, under any 

circumstances, he applied to the use of another Electoral Division ; and no 
portion of such loan shall be expended for any purpose or purpos 'S other than 
those specified by the Local Government Board's Circular Letter of the 30th 
November, 1897, accompanying these Rules. ■ . , 

14. The Local Government Board reserve to themselves the right to make 
any further rules they may deem necessary with regard to any matter connected 
with the distribution of the seed or repayment of the loan.

No. 7. — Selection and Purchase of Seed. 

Local Government Board, 

Dublin, 3rd January, 1898. 

Sir, 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to 
transmit herewith, to be laid before the Board of Guardians, a Memo- 
randum which has been prepared for the Guardians’ information, with 
reference to the Selection, Purchase, Storage, and Distribution of Seed 
Potatoes and Oats. 

The Board trust that the Guardians will find this document useful in 
determining the tenders to be accepted for the supply of seed to the 
Union. 

It will be observed that the supply of Scotch-grown Champion Seed 
Potatoes in the market is very limited, and as this variety has in a great 
measure lost its disease-resisting qualities, the Board would suggest to 
the Guardians the propriety of introducing some new varieties to the 
notice of the small landholders in the Union. 

Any information the Guardians may require as to the purchase, 
storage, and inspection of seed may be obtained by communicating with 
the Seed Inspector appointed for the Union. Such communications, if 
forwarded through this Department, will be transmitted to the In- 
spector without delay. 

Contracts, when completed, should be notified to the Inspector at 
once, and the Guardians should endeavour to arrange that all supplies of 
seed for the Union shall be received, as nearly as possible, at the same 
time, so that the inspection may he economically carried out. 

A supply of forms for advertising, G 1 and G 2 (amended), and forms 
for tenders, H 1 and H 2 (amended), are transmitted to the Guardians 
by this post.

SEED SUPPLY, 1898. 

Memorandum for tlie information of Boards of Guardians with 
reference to the Selection, Purchase, Storage, and Distribution 
of Seed Potatoes and Gats. 

1. In order (o secure thoroughly reliable and suitable seed, care and judg- 
ment m the selection should be exercised, not only of the variety of the potato, 
but of the qualities it exhibits and the locality from which it shall be obtained. 

The choice of seed must in large measure depend upon the situation and 
nature of the soil for which it is required and from which it is acquired. 

For the late and poor districts of Ireland, seed should he obtained from 
localities where both soil and climate are naturally dry. With respect to 

change of seed the following rules may be accepted as worthy of attention: 

(a.) From sandy loam, light loam, or hazel loam to black, mossy or bog 
laud. 

(70 From rich alluvial soil to thin, sharp, shallow, and naturally greedy 
land. 

(c.) From rich dry black mould or Fen land to upland, generally speaking. 

A judicious change of seed imparts vigour to the crop and results in increased 
production with better cooking and keeping properties. 

# Strong growing varieties exhibiting luxurious development, of haulm and 
vigour of constitution though coarse in flesh, ungainly to the eye, and wasteful 
in use, are nevertheless suited to localities where the soil is wet and poor and 
the cultivation inferior. 

Better results, however, are obtained on dry and properly cultivated uplands 
from seed of finer type and less vigorous haulm. 

The varieties now' popular in Scotland and England— to wit the Main Crop, 
Sutton’s Abundance, Beauty of Bute, Up-to-Date, and the Bruce are con- 

spicuous for disease-resisting properties. They are excellent keepers and 
improve in cooking qualities by storage in the pit. Albeit they demand fair 
treatment and careful culture. 

The Champion is reported by the Scotch growers to be more than ever 
subject to disease and it is now regarded as one of the worst keepers in 
cultivation. 

The principal varieties of potatoes at present grown in Scotland, with other 
information of a necessary and useful character, are enumerated in the following 
table. b

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Addition at. Notes on Seed Potatoes. 

The Champion can no longer be obtained in large parcels in Scotland. Its 
cultivation is now confined to high-lying localities, where it is found in small 
plots. The variety is not now regarded as worthy of the attention of profes- 
sional potato growers, and throughout the recognised potato producing districts 
of Scotland its cultivation is extinct. _ » < 

The Beauty of Bute has given great satisfaction in Dumfriesshire and 
Lanarkshire. In humid climates it is not improbable that the variety might 
prove a little soft 

The Main Crop is more extensively grown than any other variety. It is an 
excellent sort; a good disease-resist er. and of prime quality. Of largely 
cultivated varieties," the Main Crop may be described as the favourite in 
Scotland. It requites, however, good treatment, for when subjected to neglect 
it is “capricious" in yield. 

[ 7 p- to- Date , one of Findlay’s recent introductions, is everywhere highly 
praised. English and Scotch growers agree that it is the best cropper in the 
market, ot fair quality, and so tar not liable to disease. 

Sutton’s Abundance A good potato for use up to new year. In the 

Lothians and Fife, Abundance are move affected by disease than the Main 
Crop, but they return a heavier yield. 

Saxon. Ga>- ton, Farmer's Glory.— These are not largely cultivated. Each 
has its supporters, hut none of them can be des ribel as gaining in popularity. 

The Brace , although still extensively grown, and esteemed as a heavy cropper, 
appears to have lost" quality, and been supplanted by the varieties already 
referred to. 

In favour of the districts mentioned in Col. *2 of foregoing table, it is to be 
observed that not only is the prevailing soil dry and friable, and the climate 
suitable to the production of healthy crops, but the cultivation of the esculent 
is conducted with special skill and care in all its parts. Seed obtained from 
such localities may therefore he accepted with confidence. 

The chief potato growing districts of England are — 

The warp anil alluvial lands adjacent to the Humber in Yorkshire and 
Lincoln. 

The Biggleswade, Sandy and Potton districts of Bedfordshire. 

'I he Feu” lands of South Lincoln, Cambridge, and Huntingdon. 

The varieties already mentioned an 1 described are. there to he found in 
large area, and under conditions of cultivation sufficiently creditable to render 
them safe, and reliable seed. 

In the North of Ireland the potaLo crop of 1897 is under the average in 
yield, but the quality is well spoken of. The Champ on has declined in 
popularity, and the area under the variety has considerably decreased. It is, 
however, probable that a limited supply of useful Champions may be obtained 
from the counties of Antrim, Do - a, and Londonderry. 

A list of newspapers — local and general— is herewith supplied for the 
information of Boards of Guardians desirous of obtaining tenders from any or 
ail of the chief potato producing localities of Great Britain. 

With respect to the size of seed, Guardians will bear in mind that 
although in Form ot tender H 1 it is specified that the tubers shall be “ dressed 
or hand-picked to pass over 1^-inch riddle," the purchasers are entitled to 
receive the geucrul run of the a op after dressing over the riddle and with- 
out abstraction of “ ware" or best quality, and this should bo made clear to 
contractors when issuing Tenders. 

Delivery, Storage, and Distribution. 

Weather permitting, early delivery and prompt distribution are recom- 
mended. Unnecessary or avoidable delay has on former occasions provoked 
confusion, congestion of traffic and difficulties of inspection, most hurtful 
and dangerous in the manipulation of a perishable article during changeable 
and uncertain weather. Long storage of seed potatoes whether in bag or 
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heap should be carefully avoided. D : stribution on delivery and after 
inspection can bo easily accomplished -where the preliminary arrangements 
have been diligently prosecuted and everything is in readiness pending the 
arrival of the seed. With a view to furthering prompt distribution the 
Board will endeavour to assist the Guardians by having seed inspected at 
the port or place of dispatch. When this inspection before shipment can be 
arranged the inspection report will be communicated to the Guardians 
through the Local Government Board, and this together with the inspection 
on delivery will help the Guardians to determine whether to accept, the 
delivery or not. Should any fault be found the Guardians must commui ieate 
at once with the Contractor 

Where storage is resorted to, suitable accommodation will be found in 
immediate connection with most Workhouses. Earthen doors are not to be 
commended unless thoroughly dry. Wooden or boarded floors are preferable; 
they are not only dry but they supply ventilation. Wall damp may be 
protected against by the intervention of beams, slabs, old sleepers or planks, 
or by the use of trusses or bundles of straw or hay. Bags of seed potatoes 
should always stand on end, never lie on t.heir sides. In open weather a current 
of air should be admitted by open doors and windows. Where seed in sack 
is intended to continue in store for any period over one week, the mouths 
of the sacks should be opened on storage. Seed potatoes in sack should, if 
possible, never be stored over two tiers high, and care should always be taken 
that the upper tiers do not blind the mouths of those underlying them. 

When emptied out and stored loose, seed potatoes should be caiefully turned 
over with proper potato shovels at least once in every seven days. The heap 
should not. exceed three feet in height. The greater the depth of potatoes 
the more the liability to heat, hence the greater the necessity for precautionary 
measures. 

The Board feel that the dangers and expenses attending storage can best, be 
avoided by the Guardians observing to the best of their ability their recom- 
mendations for early delivery and prompt distribution. 


OftSEUYATIOTO UPON THE SELECTION AND PURCHASE OF SEED OATS. 

The oat crop thrives best in a moist atmosphere where, the soil is bv nature 
dry and porous, but it is also successfully and profitably cultivated on moist 
and deep land where the climate is dry and warm. On rich loams, especially 
those of alluvial character, and humous soils, such as reclaimed moss or fen 
to which a dressing of clay has been given, the oat crop reaches its acme of 
perfection. 

in common with the other cereals and for similar reasons, the cultivation of 
oats is not successful on wet or undrained land. 

The oat, during its period of growth, sends down its root into the sub-soil in 
search of food, consequently the soil should be freed from stagnant water and 
deeply tilled. 

The seed should he fully matured , of good quality ; free from injury and hue 
to its variety. 

The abuse or overuse of the “hummeller” or “avelier,’’ by which means 
the husk or shell of the pickle is sometimes ruptured or shortened, although 
it mav increase the weight of the seed per bushel, impairs ils vitality and 
detracts from its value for seed purposes. No objection can be taken to a 
moderate use of the hummeller, but all samples should be carefully examined 
and those seen to be severely curtailed, should be avoided. The natural 
weight per bushel affords a reliable guide to the quality of the grain, and 
purchasers should not overlook the fact in considering tenders and examining 
samples. Potato and Hamilton oats, suitable for seed, should weigh from Ti 
to 45 lbs. per bushel. Sandies from 4 1 to 44. Black Tartarian s are not so 
plump as the pi ece ling varieties, hence they do not weigh so well to the bushel. 
From 39 to 4 i lbs. indicate a sound seed Tartary. 

Seed oats should be linn and dry to handle; run readily and rapidly like 
shot from the grasp ; be bright to the eye and free from all mustiness of smell 
or suspicion ot heating. Oats which have fermented or heated may be 
recognised by the brownness of their shell, and should on no account be pur- 
chased for seed. 
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It is generally conceded that seed nats should be obtained from a better 
cultivated and early locality. A change of seed from a later to an earlier soil 
has been found to entail a decided loss upon the grower. 

Seed grain is always bought by sample, and no tender should be acceptod 
or indeed considered, unless a fair sized sample has been forwarded for 
examination. After a selection has been made and purchase completed, the 
sample should be set apart for purposes of comparison with the bulk on its 
arrival. 

The annexed table enumerates the varieties of oats in cultivation through- 
out Scotland ami the northern counties - of Lowland, supplying at; the same 
ti.no some useful anil necessary informal ion with respect to eacli variety. 

Of late years the cultivation of the Potato, Hamilton and Black Tartary 
varieties, has greatly increased, and throughout the best-farmed arable 
districts of Scotland these sorts may he said to have well-nigh superseded 
all others. 

The Sandy is still esteemed as a hardy oat, and better adapted for late and 
uncertain localities than those of finer type. 

The Early Fellow is described by an extensive Dumfriesshire grower as “a 
“white oat of first-class milling quality, heavy yield, and comparatively early 
“harvest; growing in favour, and specially suited for a humid climate.’’ 
This variety is not referred to in the tabulated list, its cultivation not yet 
having extended to Scotland generally. 

The Black Tartary is in great favour on account of its prolific and abundant 
vield. Decided improvements have taken place of recent years in the quality 
of these oats, and in their present form they commend themselves to the best 
attention of Irish farmers. 

A white variety of Tartary, hardy by nature, and very prolific, but thin 
and husky, is cultivated in the neighbourhood of Carlisle, and is stated to 
give good results on poor soils. 


Report upon tub Oat Chop op Scotland and the North of England 
— Season 1897. 

Over Scotland and the northern counties of England the oat crop of 1897 
proved a full average in quantity and quality. 

The gram was well filled and fully matured. 

In the earliest districts some unfavourable weather was experienced at the 
outset of harvest, and these samples will be a little variable ; but over by far 
the greater area 'a splendid harvest was enjoyed, and there is a large supply 
of remarkably fine seed in the growers’ hands. 

Prices are hardening, and for good lots a rise appears to have recently 
taken place, but as yet the seed trade cannot be said to be in general 
motion.

Nj. 9.— Security to be obtained from Cultivators, &c. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

7th January, 1898. 

Sir, 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to call 
the attention of the Board of Guardians to the conditions on which 
seed potatoes and seed oats are to be sold to occupiers and cultivators 
of land as laid down in the Board’s Circular Letter of the 30th Novem- 
ber, 1897 ; and with reference to condition No. 6, which prescribes that 
before selling seed in any case the Guardians must be satisfied that 
the land into which the seed is to be put has been properly prepared 
and is ready for sowing, the Board desire to point out to the Guardians 
the importance of exercising the greatest care to ensure that this con- 
dition is in all cases fulfilled, and that a greater quantity of seed is not 
sold to any person than he has ground to sow it in. 

With regard to the question of the nature of the security which 
should be obtained from cultivators (condition No. 3), the Board desire 
me to state that this is a question entirely within the discretion of the 
Guardians, the only proviso in the rules being that the Guardians shall 
obtain such security as they may think sufficient for the payment of the 
price of the seed sold. The Board have not prescribed any form to be 
filled up by sureties of cultivators, but the Board understand that the 
Norm L 2 (see Board’s rules of 30th November, relating to Seed 
Supply) with an endorsement thereon, as shown in the specimen sent 
herewith, has been used for the purpose in some Unions.

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to state 
that they have recently received resolutions from numerous Boards of 
Guardians requesting that they may be authorised to apply a pofti&M. 
the poor rates to the purchase of spraying machines for the use of the 
small farmers in their respective Unions. 

. The Local Government Board have submitted the matter for the con- 
sideration of Her Majesty’s Government, and it has been decided to 
insert a clause in the Seed Supply Bill to be introduced during the 
present Session of Parliament, legalizing a limited expenditure of the 
rates for the purpose of providing these machines for the use of 
occupiers of holdings valued at and under £15, who, through poverty 
are unable to procure machines for themselves. ’ 

It has further been decided to insert a clause in this Bill enabling 
bans for the purchase of machines to be made free of interest to 
Boards of Guardians upon the same terms and conditions as to repay- 
ment as those set forth in the Board’s Circular of the 30th of November 
last with respect to the seed loans.

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The Guardians will be authorised to sell these machines to individual 
occupiers of holdings valued at and under <£15, or to one occupier 
making application on behalf of himself and other occupiers jointly, or 
to let them out on hire as they are from time to time required by 
occupiers and cultivators, at such rate of payment as will cover the cost 
of purchase and repair within a reasonable time, but all payments in 
respect of either hire or purchase must be made to the Guardians in 
cash before delivery, and the sums received placed to the credit of the 
Electoral Divisions for which the machines are purchased. 

The Local Government Board forward, herewith, for the information 
of the Guardians, quotations which they have received from the 
principal manufacturers of spraying machines, and the Guardians will 
observe that the reduction in price which the manufacturers are willing 
to make in the event of the purchase of large consignments of the 
machines would enable the Guardians to supply them to the occupiers 
at an abatement of about 20 per cent, on the retail price. The Board 
would bo prepared to allow a further abatement of 10 per cent, on cost 
price to cash purchasers, to he provided for in the same manner as in 
the case of the abatement allowed to cash purchasers of seed. 

The Local Government Board would also be willing to arrange for 
the orders from a number of Unions to be transmitted together to the 
manufacturers, so that the machines might he purchased on the most 
favourable terms. 

Applications for loans should be made as soon as possible, and should 
he accompanied by a statement showing the number of occupiers of 
holdings valued at and under <£15 in each division for which a loan is 
required, and the acreage of these holdings under potatoes as nearly as 
it can be estimated.

Memorandum upon Potato Disease: Its History, Nature, and 
Prevention. 

Part I. — Practical. 

Prevention of Potato Disease by the Application of Sulphate 
of Copper and Lime. 

In order to prevent the spread of potato disease, several points demand 
attention from time to time. The disease commences in various ways, by 
far the most common being an external attack upon the leaves and 
tops, followed by the penetration and destruction of the plant. 
Against this mode of attack, the grower is now enabled to protect his 
crop by the use of the spraying machine, and the application to the 
foliage of one or other of the chemical mixtures, specially prepared for 
the prevention of fungoid disease. 

The Bouille Bordelaise, which is a solution of sulphate of copper and 
lime in the proportion of 20 lbs. of copper, and 10 lbs. of unslaked lime 
to 100 gallons of water, has been for several years used with signal 
Success for the prevention of phylloxera in continental vineyards, and 
during the past few years it has been adopted to check potato disease 
in the United Kingdom. 

The mixture is applied in the form of a fine spray by a machine 
specially adapted for the purpose. No matter how fine the spray, as 
long as the leaf is protected by the slightest film of sulphate of copper, 
the germ-thread of the minute fungus seed will not attempt to enter 
it. When the leaf is in a healthy condition, the germ-thread at once 
becomes aware that it is in a suitable place to establish itself, and it works 
its way into the layer of living cells. A coating of sulphate of copper 
on the leaf has a deterrent effect on the fungus. Hundreds of these 
little seeds may' fall on the leaf but not one will attempt to enter it if 
it has to pass "through the obnoxious chemical. The leaf is protected by 
a safe armour. 

The dressing may not stop the disease when it is actually in the plant, 
but it will prevent any spread by fresh attack. The point to be observed 
then is to keep the disease out of the plant. 

When to Spray.— The first attack in every season is caused by the 
winter seed hatching out on the surface of the ground, or in heaps of 
rotten and rotting vegetable matter, and being carried by the wind from 
place to place and plant to plant. The safety of a crop is imperilled if 
rone of these seeds alight on a potato plant and commences to grow, for 
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one of them will, in the course of a few clays, produce millions of seeds, 
and these millions will produce their millions, until the whole country 
is in danger. To prevent this it is necessary to protect the crop while 
it is young — in other words, to have it encrusted with copper before the 
winter seeds are hatched by the warmth of summer. 

Before the ordinary observer is aware of it, the disease lias always 
been in the field for some days — often for some weeks. It is not 
recognisable under casual observation until it has developed to such an 
extent, that, should the weather continue moist and humid, the whole 
crop may be affected unless the special provision of protection by 
spraying has been resorted to. 

If the weather bo cold or dry, the disease may be in the field for weeks 
without doing serious damage, but, on a change to warmth and moisture, 
the devastation is at once commenced. If the crop has not been already 
protected, no time should lie lost in applying a good dressing. If, since 
the date of the first dressing, a considerable growth of haulm has taken 
place, a second dressing should be promptly applied. In exceptional 
seasons when the weather continues warm and humid — mnshroomy 
weather, as it is often called — a third dressing may be advisable, hut 
such occasions do not often occur. 

It is advisable to commence spraying so soon as the tops of the pota- 
toes have recovered from the bruising they received when being earthed 
up. Should the weather be persistent^ dry, the operation may he 
delayed until the approach of rain. 

It would be not only unwise, but misleading, to suggest any special 
day, or even week, as the best time for the first spraying. Had we the 
means of foretelling to a nicety the movements and programme arranged 
by the fungus, our advice would be to spray your crop the day before 
the seeds of disease take wing. This, however, is beyond oiu* power, 
for the disease is developed by meteorological conditions over which we 
have absolutely no control. Farmers have learned by sad experience 
the period about which blight generally reveals itself, and observant 
persons can, by studying the weather and referring to the records of 
the. past, arrive at conclusions sufficiently reliable to determine their 
action in the matter of when to spray. 

Be it e 1 ^ er remembered that the seeds of disease require hut two in- 
ducements — heat and moisture — to endow them with life and liberty. 
The safety of the potato crop will be best secured by a prudent resolve 
on the part of the farmer to have his crop protected the instant he 
considers the disease seeds are assuming, or are likely to assuin^an 
active form. 

Generally speaking, the first spraying should he done between the 
20th of June and the 10th of July. The earlier the locality and the 
season, the earlier should the dressing be applied. Better by far to be a 
tveek before the disease than a day behind it. 

The second dressing should he administered from four to six weeks 
after the first, but here agaiu it is impossible to dogmatise, for the cir- 
cumstances of the season and weather alone decide what should he done, 
feo long as there is a possibility of a fresh attack, the leaves must be pro- 
tected i and, should the first film of copper have been washed off, or 
otherwise dissipated, another must be supplied. 

Too much emphasis cannot be placed upon the advantages which 
farmers will derive from carefully taking notes and discussing such 
questions among themselves. As the outcome of such co-operation it 
is certain that very important and valuable conclusions would soon be 
forthcoming. 
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Early and tender varieties should receive a light dressing of a mild 
solution of the mixture. It will bo found in all probability that an 
application of seventy gallons of the solution two-thirds the strength 
usually applied, or the full quantity of 100 gallons reduced to half 
strength, will be most suitable for tender varieties when very young. 
For fair ordinary crops 100 gallons of the Bouille is required per acre, 
but if the crops are exceptionally big and weather very close and moist, 
150 gallons may be necessary. It is not improbable that in certain 
extreme cases a stronger dressing of, say, 30 lbs. of sulphate and 
15 lbs. of lime to 100 gallons of water might be advantageously 
applied. 

The presence of the sulphate of copper prevents the disease. The lime 
is added for two reasons — 1st, to produce an alkaline re-action on the 
sulphate of copper, neutralising its caustic or burning properties ; 2nd, 
to make the solution adhere more securely to the leaf. The mixture 
already described is that in common use. However, having in view the 
inferior properties and insufficient burning of much of the lime, many 
farmers now mix 15 parts of lime with 20 parts of sulphate, and where 
the quality of the lime is suspected to be inferior, this is undoubtedly a 
wise precaution and worthy of adoption. 

Where and what to Spray. — A “perfect” spraying covers all 
parts of stem and leaf with a film of copper. Owing to the dense 
foliage and mass of undergrowth peculiar to the potato, and in great 
measure concealed from view of the operator, it is very difficult to effect 
at one and tho same time a perfect spraying with the quantity of 
material adopted as being necessary and suitable. Some experienced 
sprayers recommend that only the upper surface need be dressed, 
alleging as their reason that the disease -seeds come to rest there, and 
that this is therefore their point of attack. Others, again, hold that as 
the threads of mycelium form towards the underside of the leaf, where 
also are situate the “ stomata” or breathing poies whence protrude the 
branches which envelop the seeds of the disease in the form of ova or 
eggs, a dressing administered from below, and directed towards the 
underside of the leaf is the more effective. 


A careful perusal of Part II. of this Memorandum will, it is believed, 
enable sprayers to decide for themselves which of the two methods to 
adopt. Should the dressing be applied betore the leaves show any 
symptoms of being smitten, the best site for the reception of the copper 
will be those parts on which the disease-seeds are most likely subsequently 
to alight, in other words the upper surface. 

If, on the other hand, there is reason to believe that the upper 
portion of the leaf has already been penetrated, and that the forces ot the 
fungus are now actively employed towards the lower surface, a ressmg 
from below, and directed upv/ards, should be relied upon. 

Dressing from below is haphazard work when the haulms are rank, 
because the operator is toiling as it were in the dark, but when applied 
from above, whether the nozzle be pointed upwards or downwards, the 
sprayer sees well what he is doing. 

A simple and effective plan by which a crop may be dressed, both 
above and below, is to go twice over the ground, applying halt the 
quantity first to the under surface from below, then repeating the 
process to the upper surface from above. 

lu order to arrive at the proper speed to walk and quantity of solution ■ 
to apply to the leaves, the apprentice should first measure out the 
proportionate number of drills or extent of lazy bed for one c aige o 
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the vessel. When a dressing of 100 gallons is designed for a statute 
acre, and a 4 gallon machine in use, one vessel full should dress the 
2oth part of an acre or a piece of land measuring 21 J yards in length 
by 9 yards in breadth. The width of an acre in any field may be learned 
by dividing 4840 by the length of the drill or bed, and the width 
required for 4 gallons of solution (when 100 are allowed for an acre) is 
the width for one acre divided by 25. 

How to Prepare the Solution. — The sulphate of copper should 
be broken into a fine powder, so that it will dissolve the more readily. 
It is absolutely imperative that the sulphate of copper should be pure. 
Sulphate of iron is often substituted or used as an adulterant. Good 
sulphate of copper should contain 98 per cent, of sulphate of copper, 
equal to 24*5 per cent, of metallic copper, and these proportions should 
be guaranteed by the seller. The genuine Bouille Bordelaise is of a 
deep sky-blue colour. When it assumes a green or a brown hue it is 
evident that a spurious article has been used. The lime should be 
freshly burnt and of good quality. All utensils must be made of wood, 
or they will soon corrode. The Bouille is poison, and must be treated 
as such. 

. ■f'he sulphate of copper should be suspended in a bag in hot water ; 
it dissolves more rapidly in this way than when lying at the bottom of 
the tub. Only a small quantity of warm water is necessary. While 
the sulphate is dissolving, the lime should he slaked until it is of a 
creamy consistency ; then slowly pour the solution of lime into the 
solution of copper, taking care to keep it. stirred during the operation. 

Special Anti-pest Preparations are now made and sold in large 
quantities by firms of high repute, and these commend themselves to 
the very best attention of the public, for iu them the farmer obtains a 
superior article ready for use and in convenient, form for present and 
subsequent application. The use of these specially prepared mixtures 
does away with the necessity for many vessels, because being in the 
form of a powder or paste it dissolves with rapidity and certainty. 
Moreover, they form a distinct protection against error in the prepara- 
tion ot the mixture by ignorant or unlearned persons. These compounds 
ai e so d on guaranteed analysis, and under these circumstances they 
can be confidently commended. 

Spraying Machines and How to Manage Them, 

Three different types of machines — manual or knapsack, portable, 
and horse power— are now in the market. The manufacture of thesh 
machines is at present confined to a few firms and doubtless each has 
its advocates and supporters. It is not proposed to enter into the 
individual merits of any make or draw comparisons which might appear 
mvidious. Boards of Guardians will doubtless in due time be supplied 
J h ful1 ^fticulars and diagrams from the parties tendering for their 
orders, and the Local Government Board will afford further information 
tor the assistance of purchasing Unions, so far as trill he consistent with 
tneir position of impartiality. 

It may, however, he observed that simplicity of construction, absence 
of weaung parts, strength of build, and efficiency in working are all 
important elements worthy of consideration when arriving at a decision 
or making a selection. ° 

The capacity of machines may vary, and it should he remembered 
costofX’c 1®* of time, thereby increasing the 

given time P ° n and tIeorfmm § the quantity of crop dressed iu a

On tlie other hand, a cumbrous machine, whether manual or horse, 
ma} r retard the progress of the operation and render frequent stoppages 
necessary. Granted that the weight of a fully charged machine is 
during work ever on the decrease, nevertheless excessive weight lias its 
disadvantages. 

Some manual machines may be more easily worked tliau others either 
from the position of the pump handle or from some mechanical superiority. 
Needless to say, ease in impulsion should not be overlooked. 

Again some machines may be supplied with a means of obviating the 
accumulation of sediment at the bottom of tlie vessel, and this must 
commend itself as a vantage point over machines devoid of such. 

The fineness of the spray ancl the area covered by it and the construc- 
tion of the nozzle with its several attachments, should be very carefully 
studied, bearing in mind that tlie foliage should be thoroughly drenched 
as with a thin mist, and that multiplicity or complexity of parts is not 
onlj’’ vexatious ot itself, but a pregnant and frequent cause of interrupted 
progress. In complicated machines, bolts, nuts or springs are frequently 
lost, and they are sometimes difficult to replace. When any stoppage 
occurs through the presence of sediment in the duct leading to the 
port of escape, a readily detachable nozzle and easily probed duct 
would appear to be distinct advantages. 

Portable Machines are so constructed that they can be attached 
to any ordinary farm cart. The receptacle for the solution consists of 
an empty paraffin barrel to which is fitted a pump and hose or pipe. 
This pipe leads to a distributing tube of sufficient length to dress five 
drills at one operation. The portable cart machine is said to have 
given excellent results, and it is highly probable that in districts where 
the drill system is practised one of these machines would serve the 
purposes of a considerable number of occupiers- Allowing an average 
of 7 statute acres per day for a portable cart sprayer, one machine 
would cover over 60 acres in nine days. Boards ol Guardians proposing 
to hire machines out to farmers will do well to consider the advisability 
of purchasing one or two of these portable cart machines. 

The Horse Power Machine is best adapted tor large fields aud 
long ridges, and as among occupiers at and under £lo such conditions 
seldom prevail, tlie machine now under notice can hardly be pronounced 
suitable or necessary. 

In districts where the lazy bed system is universal, no horse or 
portable machine can be utilized, and tlie attention of Boards of 
Guardians must, in such cases, be restricted to the purchase of what in 
their estimation promises to he the best and most reasonably priced 
manual or knapsack sprayer. 

It may be well to remind such Boards of Guardians as may decide 
upon purchasing portable machines with a view to hiring them out, of 
the benefits to be derived from the presence of a careful and reliable 
man expressly employed to superintend .and .conduct the work done for 
the people. Were the machine entrusted the tender mercies of all 
applicants, it is difficult to anticipate what might not ensue in breakages 
or derangements of working parts. Indeed taking everything into 
practical consideration and remembering the importance of spraying in 
time and the fatal results of delay, it is suggested that, the presence o 
a manager or superintendent, whose special duty it would be not only 
to take charge of the spraying done on hire but to execute repairs an 
keep a stock of duplicate parts for the machines (manual or otherwise) 
in use throughout the Union, would prove a veritable boon to 
Guardians ami occupiers alike, a saving of expense and disappointment 
to all parties concerned. 
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It is usual among makers of spraying machines to supply with each 
machine a leaflet giving full instructions for working, and there is no 
reason to suppose that this custom will not he continued by contractors 
to purchasing Unions. Guardians should, however, caution their people 
upon the necessity for carefully treating and storing the machines during 
and after use. Before laying them aside, they should be thoroughly 
rinsed out and freed from all adhering solution, then thoroughly dried 
and packed up according to printed instructions, 


Sales of Spraying Machines to Occupiers by Boards of 
Guardians. 


Boards of Guardians may sell for cash either to individual occupiers 
of land valued at or under £15, or to several occupiers making joint 
application. 

Should the latter course be entertained, it is well to explain that a 
knapsack machine of ordinary capacity worked with industry is 
capable of dressing one statute acre per day of ten working hours. 

When several occupiers combine and assist one another, it will be 
found that in the long summer days, move than an acre can be 
thoroughly dressed at the rate of 100 gallons per acre. 

Allowing a fortnight as a safe and suitable period, at any time 
during which either first or second spraying may be applied, and 
deducting 5 days for bad weather, contingencies, and Sundays, it 
follows that one manual machine will suffice for the requirements of a 
group of occupiers whose joint acreage under potatoes does not exceed 
9 acres. 

In this matter Guardians must exercise their own discretion, for in 
exceptionally humid districts 6, 7 , or S acres may be deemed a safer 
basis upon which to calculate. The ascertained facts as above stated 
will, however, be of some service in enabling Guardians to decide upon 
the number of machines required for their various Electoral Divisions. 

One prominent danger of co-operative possession in a sprayer must 
not be overlooked. Procrastination or putting off time till “the last 
moment will, if permitted, destroy the otherwise undoubted advantages 
of the movement. Against any such misfortune Guardians must 
determinedly contend. 

By taking a personal interest in the first season’s spraying, Guardians 
and Believing Officers may bring about a complete fulfilment of the 
conditions necessary for successful and punctual use of the machines 
owned in common. There is every reason to conclude that the lesson 
once learned will not have to be relearned. 

Disagreement among applicants as to who shall have the first and 
who the last use of the machine, cannot form a serious or lasting 
difficulty, for the simple reason that it is quite impossible to foretell 
which day of the allotted period may give the best results. 

A solution to such a problem might be found by arranging the use 
of the machine in alphabetical order. The name first in order for 1898 
would be placed last' for 1899, and so on like a revolving ring or circle. 

A lew manual machines kept in the workhouse for hiring out, would 
prove useful and valuable for cultivators or cottiers. A. charge per 
day or per hour would probably he the best mode of dealing with 
persons applying for machines on hire. An acreable charge would 
involve immense trouble and expense on Guardians when furnishing 
their accounts for spraying done, and would necessitate the employment 
of a land surveyor or measurer. 
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Part II.— Historical and Technical . 

Long before the potato was known to European cultivation, it grew, 
a wild plant, in the shady woods of tropical Peru. There in its native 
element it reproduced itself year after year, from its own tubers 
without suffering from constitutional degeneracy or disease. Sir 
Walter Raleigh introduced the plant to the south of Ireland about the 
year 1600, but for a considerable number of years subsequent to its 
introduction it was regarded as a crop suitable only for garden 
cultivation- — a luxury for the table of the rich rather than an article 
of diet for the poor. The potato seems from the very outset to have 
found more favour in Ireland than in the sister countries, for whereas 
in the year 1619 we find it referred to as “ one of the articles provided 
at great cost for the use of the Queen of England’s household,” we also 
learn that in the time of the Commonwealth, 164-9 to 1660, its 
cultivation had already spread over a large portion of Ireland. In 
the old statistical accounts of Scotland the plant is said to have been 
first cultivated as a field crop in 1739, in the county of Stirling, while 
the same authority states that until 1743 the potato was unknown in 
the Highlands and Isles of Scotland. 

So loug as its cultivation was confined to a limited area and conducted 
in simple and natural ways, the potato does not appear to have suffered 
to any appreciable extent from disease, constitutional or epidemic, but 
as time passed and farmers adopted forcing and artificial methods of 
cultivation, the crop began to exhibit those tendencies to degeneracy 
and disease which in subsequent years were destined not only to terrify 
and alarm statesmen and economists, and bewilder the phytologist and 
the practical farmer, but to sweep whole fields and desolate entire 
districts. 

Long before the first a] ipearance of the terrible murrain or blight, 
the potato crop had been intermittently affected by such diseases as the 
“curl” and the “ Bobbin Joan,” but these evils appear to have been 
chiefly confined to certain narrow districts, and at no time to lia\e 
wrought such wholesale and indiscriminate havoc as has accompanied 
the fungoid attacks of the past half century. 

The history of the potato, past and present, teaches us very clearly 
that the constitution of a tuberiferous plant inducted from a tropical 
to a temperate climate, submitted to artificial modes of cultui e, an 
forced by such means to an abnormal degree of productiveness and 
precocity, eventually and invariably breaks down unde) 1 the S iam, 
and that a crop constitutionally broken down or degenerated falls an 
easy and a ready victim to any attack of mildew or fungoid disease. 
Scientifically ignorant as were our forefathers on the subject o ungus 
parasites, their practical experience and conclusions have been amply 
borne out by the experiments and discoveries of scientists and experts 
of modem times, and beyond the region of doubt or contradiction it 
has been proved — 

(a.) That some varieties of potatoes are more susceptible of disease 
than others ; 

(b.) That the longer a variety is cultivated the more susceptible 
does it gradually become ; 

(c.) That when tubers to be used for seed are taken from crops 
wherein disease has been known to exist, the resulting 
crop will be specially prone to fungoid attack;; 
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((/.) That as a general rule the use of highly nitrogenous and 
stimulating manure has a tendency to develop fungoid 
disease ; 

(e.) That a periodical change of seed and the cultivation of new 
varieties constitute in themselves valuable protection 
against degeneracy and disease. 

From the foregoing remarks it will be seen that growers of potatoes 
may lessen the chances of serious damage from blight, by avoiding the 
use of worn-out varieties, giving a preference to those of recent intro- 
duction,. and it may also be added that by careful attention to cleanly 
cultivation, the avoidance of overcrowding in drill or bed, the proper 
draining of wet lands, the planting of well-matured and strong seed, 
the storage of the crop in dry condition and well-ventilated pits, the 
prospects of the potato grower are further improved. But there is 
not nor has there been during the last fifty years such a thing as an 
absolutely “ disease proof ” potato known to cultivation. Many varieties 
have earned the reputation of being u disease-resisting ” for a number 
of years, but even the most expert and successful of our raisers and 
seedsmen, have failed to put on the market a potato which could be 
guaranteed of its own inherent powers to entirely defy fungoid attacks, 
indeed it is an acknowledged fact that prior to the introduction 
ot the spraying process, potato growers in Ireland occupied at all 
times a position of great uncertainty, and in wet seasons of utter 
helplessness. 

Where, however, practical skill and industry failed, science and the 
microscope have succeeded, and now we have for our information and 
benefit not only tbe history of the potato disease in full and minute 
detail, but the means of preparing for its advent and combating it on 
its arrival. ° 

It may safely be asserted that the beneficial results of spraying have 
never since the introduction of the practice been more plainly or 
forcibly demonstrated in Ireland than during the past season 1S97. 
in all parts of the country remarkable success attended the operation, 
a success winch revealed itself not only in a mitigation of the damage 
done by disease but m a large increase in the gross yield of the crop 
and a distinct improvement in the cooking quality of the tuber. 

. n ls et l Uilll y important to observe in favour of the system, that even 
m exceptionally dry summers when disease prevails to a limited extent 
and in unusually mild form, the benefit derived from spraying has been 
pronounced and significant. Mr. Malden, at page 151 of his valuable 
treatise on the potato, thus describes the results of experiments con- 
ducted ill the dry season of 1893 by the Royal Dublin Society 

. ^ 7f3 personally conducted a series of experiments in Ireland 

in the years 1893 and 1894. These experiments were carried out 
by thirty farmers in various parts of the country. The whole of 
the results were collected and the average struck, which showed 
that there was an average gain per acre of from one pound to 
forty-eight shillings according to the variety, after deducting 
fourteen shillings per acre allowed for two dressings, although in 
some cases only one was given. The increase was due to the 
potatoes being kept alive and in a growing condition after the 
nnsprayed had withered. The striking feature in these results 

is that they were obtained in the dryest season on record in the 

country, and one. m which the disease was very light : in fact it was 
commonly stated that there was no disease in the country. Very 
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few tubers rotted in any part of the country, and even on the 
duplicate plots alongside those which were sprayed there were rarely 
any diseased tubers. The haulm, however, was generally affected 
though it was not commonly realised, but the yield of tubers was 
lessened thereby.” 

The value of sulphate of copper ns a protection against fungoid attack 
has long been recognised by agriculturists. The pickling or steeping 
of seed wheat as a means of securing the crop against the attacks of 
such fungoid growth as smut, bunt, or mildew has been practised by 
farmers for generations past. It is the more remarkable then, that not 
until 1SSS, long after the real character of potato disease had been 
ascertained, was any attempt made to test the efficacy of the chemical 
as a preventive of the fungoid blight to which the potato was so con- 
spicuously a victim. 

Dr. Ercam, in his Elements of Agriculture prepared under the 
authority of the Royal Agricultural Society of England, points out in 
reference to the pickling of seed wheat that : — 

“ The effect of sulphate of copper or other antiseptic agents some- 
times used, is not to destroy the spores of the fungus which indeed 
live through the application, but when the spores germinate the 
delicate young hypliae find themselves in a medium which is fatal 
to them and the disease is thus checked.” 

In this we have merely a parallel explanation of the method and pro- 
cess of salvation effected by the application of a copper solution to the 
potato crop not yet overpowered by phytopbthora. 

Potato Disease — Its Nature and Mode of Attack. 

The fungus which attacks potato crops was formerly known as 
Peronospora infestaus ; now it is recognised by scientific authorities as 
Phytopbthora infestans. The appearance of the disease when a crop 
is attacked is unfortunately too well known to require description ; 
the leaves turn brown and later on a strong putrid odour is recognisable 
even at a distance. Examine a plant in the early stages of the disease 
and small brown spots are noticeable about the leaf and stem. Unless 
these are carefully observed, there is nothing to indicate that they are 
not dying in the ordinary course of nature. Closer inspection, however, 
reveals the presence of a greyish line of mould or fiocculence, just 
where the green and brown portions of the leaf unite, but especially on 
the other side of the leaf. This edging is in reality a streak of 
mould very similar to the naked eye to the mould which is 
noticeable on decaying vegetables, cheese, old boots, and other 
familiar substances. The mould has a powdery appearance, hut 
if examined under the magnifying glass, it will be seen thao it is com- 
posed of a immense number of fine threads which occasionally branch, 
ami that they carry at their extrem ities s mall ovoid fruits called “conidia.” 
These branches or “ aerial hypliae ” spring from threads or roots 
of the fungus within the leaf, ami are called, collectively, mycelium 
or “submerged hypliae.” The fungus lives within the plant, feeds on 
its juices, ultimately breaking up its structure and causing the plant to 
die. In dry seasons the energies of the disease are restricted, but the 
scourge is never absent, and during wet summers the parasite does its 
deadly work on such a vast scale as to create potato famines. Moisture 
is a necessity of its existence, and in rotting haulm, decayed tubers, 
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and damp soil the spores remain in a resting condition until they are 
afforded an opportunity of multiplying with the marvellous rapidity 
that invests the disease with its terrible power. 

A series of six illustrations, five ol which are highly magnified, will 
enable the reader to follow the development of the phytophthora. 

Illustration No. I shows a potato leaf on a reduced scale marked by 
the attack of the fungus. 



No. l. 


The phytophthora is here represented as Bonding threads in all 
directions through the substance of the leaf, tapping the cells and 
destroying the “ chlorophyll ” or leaf green in those cells. 

No. J shows the fungal threads at work. In a diseased potato plant 
these threads, or “ mycelial hyphae ” as they are called, run through 
the substance of the leaves and pith, and down the haulm iuto the 
tubers, from which they consume the food stored tliore.

The manner in which the mycelium pervades the leaf is well shown 
in this illustration. The aerial hyphae (r) generally find their way out 
of the leaf on the under side, as this is supplied with almost innumer- 
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able small openings or breathing pores called “ stomata,” which admit 
air from which carbonic acid is extracted to assist in building up the 
plant. Not only do these openings afford easy egress to the hyphae, 
but the threads of mycelium (e) are able to form more readily near to 
the under side, the upper section being largely occupied by structural 
cells (b) which, from their resemblance to palings, are called “ palisade 
cells.” Tlie intermediate cells in which the mycelium is most plenti- 
fully found are the living cells — that is, the cells which are actively 
engaged in assimilating the food taken into the plant through the roots 
and leaves, converting it into substances ready to form new parts of the 
plant. These cells are placed irregularly, and not close together, as 
the air is required to circulate round them. The juices of these cells 
are readily seized by the mycelium, and instead of going to the support 
of the plant, they go to maintain the fungus. When the leaves are 
destroyed, the plant can obtain no air internally, consequently no food 
is assimilated, and it speedily dies. Following upon the destruction of 
the leaves the mycelium generally traverses tlie haulm until finally it 
reaches the tubers. Here it travels between tlie cell walls, expands tlie 
intercellular space, absorbs the contents of cells, finally breaks them 
down and tlie tuber decays. 

The Spread of Disease. 

Fortunately for those interested in the subject, the manner in which 
the potato disease is carried from plant to plant lias been satisfactorily 
proved. The “ conidia ” or spores are carried on the aerial hyphae or 
branches of the fuugus. growing outside the leaf. The branches are 
jointed somewhat like a bamboo cane, and a conidium is given off at 
each joint. These contain a thick liquid substance which, when the 
conidia ripen, and are placed in moisture, breaks up into several 
smaller spores called “zoospores,” so extremely minute, that when 3,000 
are laid side by side in a line they only reach an inch.

The zoospores soon emerge from the spore and each . is quickly 
equipped with two fine hair-like tails or vibrating hairs (cilia). The 
zoospores are able to move in the slightest film of moisture, being pro- 
pelled by the whipping motion of the cilia. After a brief time the 
little zoospores rest and assume a globular form, the vibrating hairs 
dissolving away or shrivelling into the finest dust. In a short time 
they burst and produce a thread of spawn, which is capable of carrying 
on the existence of the fungus. These tiny zoospores are easily trans- 
ported on the air, or by birds, insects, or other agencies, and alighting 
on a poiato plant they thrust their thread-spawn into the leaf and 
establish themselves in the plant. 



No. 3. 
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As bearing on the prevention of the disease by means of spraying with 
Bouille Bordelaise. the marvellous instinct these zoospores possess of re- 
cognising when they have found a suitable host on which to establish 
themselves, is worthy of notice. If the germinating zoospore produces 
its spawn on any substance other than part of a potato, tomato, or other 
solanaceous plant, the thread does not attempt to pievce it, and the 
zoospore shortly dies. But if it falls on a potato plant (especially if on 
the leaf) the thread of spawn at once endeavours to force its way into 
the plant ; and this it is the better enabled to do, because the tip of the 
thread is furnished with a substance of the nature of a ferment possess- 
ing the power of dissolving its way through the outside of the leaf. 
Cover the leaf with a film of copper, hateful and hurtful to the thread 
of spawn, and the disease will not enter the plant. 

The stem is also liable to attack, for the zoospore can pierce through 
the skin and find its way to the cells. The protection afforded to the 
stem by the expansive upper foliage is sufficient to account for the fact 
that disease in the stem almost always follows, seldom precedes, disease 
in the leaves.

Another piece of tissue of the stem of a potato plant is represented in 
fig. 5. The hyphae of phytophihora is shown running in the cell walls ; 
(a) the nucleous of a cell ; the other contents are crystals and chloro- 
phyll corpuscles.

Fig. 6 is a section of a diseased tuber. A, the cell walls ; B, the 
starch grains ; C, the mycelial hyphae. 
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Deep moulding up of the potatoes prevents to some extent the disease 
attacking growing tubers. This is accounted for by the zoospore dying 
before it comes in contact with the tuber. A zoospore may germinate 
on the surface of the ground, but as it does not live many minutes it 
may be dead before it is washed down to the tuber, should a considerable 
depth of soil intervene between the tubers and the surface. 

When the zoospore lias worked its way through the outer tissue of 
the leaf, it comes in contact with the living cells from which it at once 
commences to extract food, and it rapidly grows and spreads about the 
plant in the manner previously described. The living cells are all im- 
portant to the plant, as in them the whole of the, substance of the plant 
is manufactured, and as in a badly attacked plant all the matter which 
would go towards the building up of the tubers is arrested, this would 
be sufficient to render the crop unprofitable, but as decay is also set up, 
the plant withers and dies. In mild attacks when the "weather is cool’ 
or in varieties which from their special vigour are able to combat with 
the disease, the total destruction of the plant is not effected. Some- 
times the disease does not spread to the tubers, but the yield is lessened 
by the absorption of the newly formed starch. 

The formation of spores depends very much on climatic influences, 
and in cold dry weather few of them are formed. The mild moist 
muggy weather of thundery seasons supplies the most favourable con- 
ditions for their growth, and it is usually found that in “ steamy ” 
weather, crops rapidly show sigDS of disease which become more virulent 
■as this condition of the atmosphere continues. It is found that the 
temperature most favourable to the development of the disease is 73 deg. 
Fahr. ; above 7S deg. Fahr. no germinating takes place; below 50 deg. 
Fahr. there is practically no germination.

SEED POTATO SUPPLY (IRELAND) ACT, 1895. 

Mode of Dealing with Loans in the Union Accounts. 

Local Government Board, 

Dublin, lOtli May, 1895. 

Sir 

l’ Adverting to their circular letter of the 21st of December last on the 
subject of the “ Seed Potatoes Supply,” the Local Government Board for Ireland 
desire to draw vour attention, and that of the Board of Guardians, to the course 
which should be adopted in dealing with loans obtained for the purposes of the 
supply in the union accounts. -i -t. . 

2 ! Section 2 of the Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Act, 189a provides that 
a separate loan is to be made upon the security of the rates for each electoral 
division to which the guardians have decided to apply the provisions of the Act; 
article lOofthe Rulesof the Local Government Board of the iOtliDeceraOer, I 894, 
directs that no part of a loan obtained for an electoral division may under any 
circumstances, be applied to the use of another division, or be expended for any 
purpose or purposes other than those authorised ; and section a, sub-section I, 
of the Act directs that the guardians shall, when required by the Local Govern- 
ment Board, repay to the Board of Works any portion of a loan not applied by 
them to the use of the electoral division for which it shall have been obtained. 

3 . Care mast be taken to keep the transactions m reference to seed loans 
clear and distinct in the union ledger until finally brought to charge against the 
electoral divisions. For this purpose it is desirable that two subsidiary accounts 
should he opened in the ledger, one of which may be termed I he (need Loan 

Account, ” and the other “The Seed Supply Account. , 

4. With regard to the former of these accounts the operations will be as 

follows- When the loan is advanced debit. “Treasurer" and credit ‘Seed 

Loan Account" with the amount ot the loan. When any repayment is made on 
account of the loan credit “ Treasurer ” and debit “Seed Loan Account. idle 
accotu t will close at. the end of each half year with the balance of the loan 
remaining due, and will balance when all the repayments shall have been made. 

5. “ The Seed Supply Account ” should be debited with all sums credited 
to the “ Treasurer” us'hav'ing been paid for seed, carriage, storage, and other 
legitimate expenditure connected with the supply of seed ; and should be 
credited with the sums, if any, received fur seed paid for in cash, and with the 
abatement in respect thereof, and with the sums charged to the electoral 
divisions when an instalment of the loan is paid off. 

6 As the advances under the Act are of an exceptional and temporary 
character the Local Government Board do not think it desirable that the loans 
obtained thereunder should be credited to the electoral divisions as is done 
in the case of other loans. Upon the other hand the expenditure as shown 
in the “Seed Supply Account, ’’ need not be brought to charge ; this will be 
done in a more complete and satisfactory manner when dealing with the in- 
stalments of the loan as they are paid off. . 

7. A complication arises with regard to sales of seed paid for m cash. Sub- 
section 2 (e) of section 5 of the Act provides that an abatement ol one-iitlh 
shall be made in the price of all seed so paid for and that any loss occasioned 
1 hereby shall be charged 011 and paid out of the “ Church Temporalities bund. 
It should he borne in mind that the cash payments, if any, and the abatements 
resulting therefrom, are to he treated as payments in reduction of the loan, and 

must bo' dealt with accordingly in the accounts. 

7. (a.) Article 5 of the Board’s Rules of the 20th December, 1894, directs 
that all sums received in respect of cash payments under the flth section as cited 
above shall he paid to the Board of Works by cheques, forwarded on the day of 
meet ing of the Board of Guardians next following the receipt of such sums; 
and it follows that all payments so made must necessarily pass through the 
union accounts. 

7. (5.) The Local Government Board do not think it desirable or necessary 
that the detailed particulars of the transactions under this part of section 5 
should be entered in the union ledger. It will be sufficient they think, tor the 
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purposes of the Acfc, that an account should be opened for each electoral division 
outside the union ledger in a form similar to that prescribed by their Rules of 
the 20th December last, Form H (see Paragraph 9 of this circular). The 
lodgments in respect of cash payments, and the remittances to the Board of 
Works on foot thereof, must of course pass through the Treasurer’s account, 
and tbe&e may be dealt with in the following manner; — 

Debit “Treasurer” and credit “ Seed Supply Account” with all cash 
payments received in respect of sales of seed, setting out in the latter 
account the particulars m columnar form as regards each electoral division ; 
and on the other hand credit “Treasurer ” and debit Seed Loan,’ 
Account ” with the remittances to the Board of Works, setting forth par- 
ticulars as regards electoral divisions as shown in “ Seed Supply Account.” 

7. (c.) With regard to the abatement in the case of sales for cash payments, 
that also, as has been pointed out, must be treated as a reduction of the loan, 
and the amount, as set forth in the separate account suggested above, should be 
debited in conjunction with the remittances to the Board of Works to the 
“ Seed Loan Account,” and the debits so made should be credited to the 
1 ‘ Seed Supply Account, the particulars being set out in columnar form 
according to the electoral divisions interested. 

8- These operations will serve to clear the accounts of preliminary 
complications, and when the time arrives for paying off the first instalment of 
the loan the mode of procedure will be simply as follows : 

I. Credit “Treasurer" and debit “Seed Loan Account” with the 
amounts so paid, and 

II. Credit “ Seed Supply Account ” and dehit. the electoral divisions with 
the same amounts, taking care to charrje each division with the precise amount 
paid on its hehalf Follow a similar course when the second instalment 
falls due and the accounts will close. 

9. The Board deem it advisable that a special account (already referred to 
in Paragraph 7 (/;))should be opened outside the union ledger for each elec- 
toral division to which loans for seed supply have deen advanced in which the 
division should be debited with the amount of the loan or loans made for seed 
supply, and credited on the other side with the sums, if any, refunded to the 
Board of Works on account of loans not expended ; with all sums received for 
cash payments for seed, and with the abatements in respect of s ich payments ; 
and, finally, with the instalments repaid. 

10. It will be the duty of the Auditor in auditing the accounts of the union 
to see that the loan to each electoral division has been properly applied to the 
use of such division, and has been duly accounted for.

No. 15 . — Spraying Material.

Sir, 

With reference to their letter of the 7th of March last, empowering 
Boards of Guardians to provide Spraying Machines for the use of 
occupiers of land valued at and under £15 in the Union, I am directed 
by the Local Government Board for Ireland to state that Her Majesty’s 
Government have further decided to advance moneyB, free of interest,

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to Boards of Guardians for the pin-pose of providing Spraying Material 
for small occupiers and cultivators of land, who through poverty are 
unable to provide such material for themselves. 

The conditions on which Spraying Material is to be sold are as 
follows :■ — 

1. No Spraying Material shall he sold to any occupier of a holding 

the valuation of which exceeds £15. 

2. A quantity of Spraying Material, not exceeding the quantity 

required for a double dressing of one statute acre, may be 
sold to any occupier of land valued at or under £15, or half 
that quantity to any person wl o cultivates for his own use 
any land under a contract made by him with the occupier of 
the land for the purpose of growing potatoes, provided that 
on any such sale to such cultivator the Guardians shall 
obtain such security' as they may think sufficient for the 
payment of the piice of the Spraying Material sold. 

3. Spraying Material shall not he sold for less than the net price 

paid by the Guardians for it, including all expenses incurred 
for carriage, storage, or otherwise in providing such Spraying 
Material for sale. 

4. An abatement of one-fifth shall be made in the price of all 

Spraying Material which is paid for in cash on delivery, 

The amount due to- the Guardians on account of any Spraying 
Material sold shall be paid by two equal instalments, the first of which 
shall he included in the seed rate leviable with the first ordinary poor 
rate made after the 1st July, 1898, and the second instalment in the 
seed rate leviable with the first poor rate made after the 1st J illy, 1899. 

The loan will be repayable by the Guardians to the Board of Works 
by two equal instalments, the first of which shall be paid on the 1st 
August, 1899, and the second on the 1st August, 3900. 

It is of the highest importance in the opinion of the Local Govern- 
ment Board that Spraying Material of absolutely good quality should 
be provided in all cases, and with that view the Board desire to intimate 
that they will not be prepared to sanction a loan for any Spraying 
Material the quality of which is not certified, by guaranteed analysis, 
to be reliable. 

The Board are anxious that the Guardians should be in a position 
to obtain the Spraying Material at the smallest possible expense, and 
they have reason to believe that the Guardians by combining together 
and thereby ordering large quantities at the same time, as in the case 
of Spraying Machines, can purchase Spraying Material on the most 
favourable terms, and with that view the Board would be prepared 
to arrange for the orders from a number of Unions being transmitted 
together to the Contractors. In order to ascertain the prices at which 
large quantities under the above mentioned circumstances cau ha 
obtained, the Board will direct advertisements to bo at once inserted in 
Irish, English, and Scotch newspapers inviting tenders for the required 
supplies. As soon as these replies shall have been received the Board 
will acquaint the Guardians desiring to take advantage of the Govern- 
ment proposals of the terms on which reliable material can be purchased. 

The experience of the past few years having clearly demonstrated the 
great advantage accruing from the proper spraying of potatoes, the 
Board trust that the Guardians will use every effort to encourage the 
practice of spraying, and to recommend the poor people, in whose 
interests the Government proposals are made, to take advantage of the 
present opportunity of spraying their potato crops. 
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The Guardians would do well to have notices issued at once through- 
out the various Electoral Divisions informing the persons concerned 
of the powers granted to the Guardians, under the Board’s letter of 
the 7th March last, to purchase Spraying Machines, and the further 
powers now accorded of providing Spraying Material, and acquainting 
them that they must take immediate steps in the matter if they wish 
to spray their potato crops this year. The Relieving Officers or the 
elected Guardians in the respective Electoral Divisions of the Union 
should be authorized to receive names of occupiers of land valued at 
and under £15, and cultivators who are desirous of spraying their 
potatoes under the proposals referred to. 

A special meeting of the Guardians should be convened for the con- 
sideration of this matter.

The material in respect of which these quotations are sent has been 
in all cases either submitted to the Board’s analyst or is accompanied 
with a guarantee of purity by the chemist employed by the manu- 
facturer. The analyst’s certificate where obtained is printed for the 
Guardians’ information underneath the quotations of the respective 
contractors. 

As the first spraying of potatoes under ordinary circumstances 
should take place in the course of a few weeks (between the 20th J une 
and the 10th July) the Guardians will see the absolute necessity of at 
once taking action with the view of ordering any supplies required 
with the least possible delay.

Owing to the peculiarity of their manufacture, it is necessary that 
these Instructions should be carefully followed, in order to obtain the 
best results. 


Memorandum of additional Instructions for the Guidance of Boards 
of Guardians purchasing Spraying Machines and Materials. 


Repairing of Machines. 

The attention of Guardians is directed to paragraphs 3 and 4, page 7 
of the Memorandum upon Potato Disease, wherein, among other things 
the advantage of making provision for the repairing of machines and 
keeping a stock of duplicate parts in the Union, is referred to. 

Guardians will hear in mind that extra parts cannot be procured 
from the makers unless by correspondence, and that not only must this 
he a matter of several days, but only achievable by persons possessed 
of a certain amount of education. 

Consideration of Tenders for Spraying Material. 

When considering the quotations for spraying material received by 
the Local Government Board, and forwarded for the information of 
Guardians, the following matters should be borne in mind : — 

1 . A guaranteed analysis will be supplied for each mixture. 

2. Quotations will be submitted to Guardians only for such 
mixtures as shall have met with the approval of the Board’s analyst. 

3. As the chief value of spraying material consists in the quan- 
tity and purity of copper present, the percentages shown in the 
analyses form reliable indications of true value. 

The greater the percentage of copper the more valuable will be 
the mixture. 

The addition of caustic lime serves but one useful purpose, viz., 
the decomposition, and thereby rendering innocuous of the acids 
of copper; any percentage therefore of lime in excess of the 
necessary quantity carries no value. 

The Board are advised by their Analyst that the proportion of 
lime (or of soda in the case of “ Solansalvo ”) present in the 
various mixtures in respect of which tenders are now transmitted, 
is sufficient for the purpose in question. 
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4. Guardians will observe that the quantities of mixture re- 
quired to dress one acre van- in the several tenders transmitted to 
them. When considering tenders, regard must accordingly be paid 
not only to the quality as shown by analysis, but also to the quan- 
tity and cost of material required to dress a given area. Thus : — 
Two mixtures may be quoted at the same price per ton, but the 
quantity required to obtain the same strength of dressing per acre 
may be 30 lbs. of the one and 20 lbs. of the other. Assuming 
that both are reliable articles, it is obvious that in such a case the 
value per unit of the two mixtures does not coincide. 

Highly concentrated mixtures go further, and (all other things 
being equal), are of intrinsically greater value per unit than those 
of lower standard. 


To Estimate the Quantity of Material required for the Double 
Dressing of the Crop. 

5. Although in exceptional seasons, different quantities of 
material may be required for the first and second sprayings (see 
page 4 of Memorandum on Potato Disease), Guardians cannot be 
expected to foretell events, and for this, their first experience of the 
kind, they are advised to base their orders for spraying material 
on equal requirements for both dressings. 

The acreage under potatoes for which material is required, 
should first he ascertained as nearly as possible. 

The selection of mixture having been made, multiply the number 
of pounds required to dress one acre twice by the number of acres 
under potatoes, and this gives the! total quantity of material re- 
quired for the union. 

6. The Board as will be observed from the advertisement for 
spraying material, a copy of which is herewith enclosed, propose 
that the total quantity required shall he forwarded in two distinct 
lots, and on two different dates not later than June 13th and July 
13th. 

The first consignment will, if practicable, be more than half of 
the total quantity required, the reason being that should Guardians 
have under-estimated the acreage to be sprayed and the quantity 
of mixture required, some disappointment might result if only the 
amount calculated as necessary for the first dressing, -were for- 
warded, and probably serious loss would be experienced by those 
possessed of machines, hut left without material. 

When a liberal margin is allowed on the first delivery. Guar- 
dians would be enabled to meet such an emergency. 

In order to discover exactly the balance necessary for the second 
dressing , all that is required is to ascertain how much has been 
actually distributed by deducting the quantity still on hands from 
the quantity received. The additional quantity required for the 
second dressing will be the amount distributed on the former 
occasion, less by the surplus quantity left on hands. 

This must be ascertained immediately on the completion of the 
first distribution, and the Chief Seed Inspector should be at once in- 
formed of the additional quantity needed for the second dressing. 

7. The spraying material will be forwarded in casks containing 
360 lbs. each, or in bags containing 120 lbs. each, the latter quan- 
tity being sufficient for six statute acres at 20 lbs. per acre for one 
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Circulars — Potato Spraying. [App. A., 11, 


Smaller tags would, in the opinion of the Chief Seed Inspector, 
cause considerable confusion when supplying persons whose area 
under crop is, generally speaking, less than one acre. 

Ten measures, each to hold the quantity of mixture for one 
gallon of water, will be supplied with each bag (probably inside 
the neck and above the material). When in use, the measure 
should be filled level but not loaded ; the powder should be mixed 
with a little cold water, stirred about with a stick, and then poured 
into the knapsack machine through the filter. 

_ By supplying ten measures for each bag, it is believed that in 
districts where the potato crops do not exceed ten in number 
to six statute acres, the small occupiers will he considerably con- 
venienced by the possession of their own measures, and as these 
contain enough for one gallon of water, they are applicable to any 
make of machine or any portion of its utmost contents. 

8. Guardians who have purchased machines, for hiring out , will 
experience considerable advantages from having some measures to 
contain the quantity of material required for one full charge of 
the machine they have selected. Such measures can bo made by 
any tinsmith. 

9. Spraying material in bag or cask should be kept in a 
thoroughly dry place. When so treated, it retains its virtue and 
may be used during the following year. 


Procedure Recommended where only Small Quantities oeSprayino 
Mixtures are Available. 

It will be observed from the tenders forwarded, that some Contractor's 
offer small quantities of their mixtures for sale, and these may be bonqht 
up at once. ° 

Guardians are therefore advised to save disappointment and delay by 
selecting, on tae first opportunity, several mixtures, any of which they 
consider suitable for their purposes, and to inform the Chief Seed 
Inspector by first post, of the order of their preference and the total 
quantity required for two dressings. The wants of Guardians will thus 
be supplied as nearly as possible to their wishes and without loss of time. 


Caution. 

It must be borne in mind not only that sulphate of copper is rank 
poison, but also that it destroys vessels made of tin or iron, and renders 
them dangerous for other purposes. 

Spraying material should be dissolved in wooden or glazed earthen- 
ware vessels. 

In localities where the practice obtains of growing cabbages among 
potatoes great care must be exercised either to protect the cabbages 
from the copper spray or to avoid using them (if sprayed) as food for 
man or beast until the copper has been entirely removed 

The outer leaves of the cabbage are by the cleansing ' action of rain 
gradually rendered safe diet, but the inner leaves of drumheads and 
other hearting varieties conserve the copper for long periods, and 

must be regarded as a dangerous food until certainly after New Tear, 
and even then they must be used with caution.

No. 1.— Dissolution of Board of Guardians. 


Local Government Board, 

Dublin, 21st Julv, 1897. 

Sir, 

The Local Government Board for Ireland have had before them 
the Minutes of Proceedings of the Board of Guardians of Belmullet 
Union at their meeting on the 15th instant, from which it appears that 
the Guardians declined to meet the expenditure which the Medical 
Inspector informed them was absolutely necessary for the relief of 
sickness and distress in the Island of Iniskea. The Board observe that 
the Guardians did not controvert the Inspector’s statement as to the 
necessity of the supplies recommended by him, but based, their refusal 
solely on the grounds of the financial condition of the Union. 

It further appears that the Chairman and .three other Guardians 
handed m their resignations as members of the Board, and that notice 
was given of a motion to the effect that all the remaining Guardians 
should resign office, inasmuch as they could' not meet the heavy 
expenditure for relief. 

It is also recorded on the Minutes that the Guardians afterwards 
adjourned without making any orders on the Believing Officers’ books 
or npon other urgent matters which demanded their prompt attention. 

I he Bocal Government Board learn that the liabilities of the Union 
m respect of which the Guardians are now pressed for immediate 
payment consist of a sum of £510 for which cheques have been issued 
but not cashed, and certain unpaid bills amounting to about £600, but 

as there are rates outstanding amounting to about £1,100 it is evident 
that it the Guardians had insisted upon a proper collection during the 
past Six months they would not have found themselves at this period 
oi the year encompassed with the financial difficulties which have 
influenced them m declining to make provision for the sick and 
destitute poor. 

The failure of the Board of Guardians to carry out' the grave 
responsibilities devolving on them as Guardians of the Poor renders it 
incumbent on the Local Government Board, in pursuance of the powers 
vested m them under Section 18 of the Irish Poor Relief Act of 1847 
to dissolve the Board of Guardians and place the management of the 
Union m the hands of paid officers, and an order to this effect is 
enclosed herewith.

of the potato crop distress exists among a number of occupiers of small

Circular. 

No. 1. — Services of Midwives. 

Local Government Board, Dublin 
14th December, 1897. ’ 

Sir, 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to state 
for your information, that their attention has been drawn to the fact that 
in some dispensary districts the services of the midwife are obtained in 
a manner contrary to the instructions laid down in the Board’s Circular 
letter of the 2nd of August, 1861, bearing upon the subject. The Board, 
therefore, consider it advisable to re-issue the Circular in question a 
copy of which is enclosed accordingly. 

The Board have to request that in the. interests of the sick poor 
requiring medical assistance in connection with child-birth the instruc- 
tions contained in the enclosed circular may be strictly adhered to in 
future.

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In accordance with these views the Commissioners desire that the following 
course may be adopted in all cases in which dispensary relief is required by 
ticket for women in labor. 

The ticket should, as in other cases, be addressed to the Medical Officer, and 
not to the midwife. 

The ticket should be presented to the Medical Officer, who should register 
it, and ascertain by minute inquiry — or, if it should appear necessary, by visit 
to the patient — that the ease is one of natural labor. 

If it should appear on such enquiry or visit that the case is likely to be 
attended with any difficulty or danger, the Medical Officer will of course take 
charge of the case himself ; but if he is satisfied that it is one of natural labor, 
he should send written or printed instructions to the midwife requiring her 
attendance on the case so long as it shall proceed naturally, and directing her, 
that should anything out of the course of nature, or dangerous, arise in the 
case, she is immediately to call for his assistance. 

If in any case the midwife finds it necessary to call for the assistance of the 
Medical Officer, in pursuance of such instruction, and should intimate the 
same to him, he must immediately take charge of the case, and continue in 
charge of the patient until her recovery or the termination of the case. 

On the termination of those cases in which the assistance of the Medical 
Officer has not been called for, the midwife should report the result to the 
Medical Officer for Registration.

The following are the Sections of the above-named Act which apply 
to Ireland : — 

1. On and after the passing of this Act any local authority shall 
have the power, when in their discretion they shall see fit, to permit 
any person who shall apply to the said authority, on the ground that 
he is infested with vermin, to have the use, free of charge, of the 
apparatus (if any) which the authority possess for cleansing the person 
and his clothing from vermin. The use of such apparatus shall not be 
considered to be parochial relief or charitable allowance to the person 
using the prime, or to the parent of such person, and no such person or 
parent shall by reason thereof be deprived of any right or privilege or 
be subject to any disqualification or disability. 

Local authorities may expend any reasonable sum ou buildings, 
appliances, and attendants that may be required for the carrying out of 
this Act, and any expenses for these purposes may be del rayed out of 
any rate or fund applicable by the authority for general sanitary 
purposes or for the relief of the poor. 

(!•) The expression u local authority” means a sanitary authority 
uuder the Public Health (Ireland) Acts, 1878 to 1896 :

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No. 3. — Report received from Dr. D. Edgar Flinn, Medical 
Inspector, relative to an Outbreak of Typhus Fever in 
portion of Belmullet Union. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to submit, for your information, the 
following report on the outbreak of typhus fever which occurred recently 
on the Inniskea Islands. 

These islands, it may be well to mention, are situated off the north- 
west coast of Mayo, and to the north of Achill Island; the Mullet 
peninsula, the nearest poiut on the mainland, being a long narrow 
strip of land about fifteen miles long by seven miles broad at its widest 
part. 

There are two islands named, respectively, the North and South Island, 
the firmer being about one mile long and three quarters of a mile broad, 
the South Island being two miles long and one mile broad ; both 
having a very slight elevation above the level of the sea. From the 
exposed and unprotected situation of the islands vegetation is 
retarded, and the produce chiefly consists of potatoes, barley, and oats. 

The male population are a liardy race and are principally employed 
in deep sea fishing, the Congested Districts Board at certain seasons of 
the year affording a considerable amount of employment in the curing 
and preserving of fish. 

The combined population of both islands according to the last census 
was about 320, and the valuation reaching only to £85. 

The inhabitants speak both the English and the Irish languages, the 
latter being the one most spoken. 

It would appear that during the third week of May, 1897, on the 
occasion of a casual visit, the attention of the Medical Officer of the 
Dispensary District, Dr. Lavan, was called to several cases of illness, 
some sixteen in number, on the South Island. On examination these 
proved to be cases of typhus fever in one stage or other of the disease; 
from this date forward the numbers continued to increase, and by the 
second week in the month of June forty- four cases were recorded. 

Owing to the absence of any preventive treatment and the great 
difficulty of* isolating the cases as they occurred, the disease made con- 
siderable progress, and the number increased to seventy by the first 
week in July, the epidemic reaching its climax in the end of that month, 
and gradually declining during August and September. It may be 
noted here that in the early part of the year (January) two or three 
cases of typhus fever occurred on the North Island, but no further 
development took place there subsequently. 

The total number of cases that were under treatment during the 
course of tbe epidemic was 108. In this number are included the cases 
which were removed to the fever hospital at Belmullet, from the 
South Island, as well as a few cases which occurrel in the Inver 
district on the mainland, and which were also treated in the local lever 
hospital. This aggregate number must be regarded as a minimum, as 
thei e can hardly be any doubt that previous to the first visit of the 
M edical Officer a number of persons on the South Island had parsed 
through the stages of the fever, and were apparently convalescing in 
the third week of May. 

Dr. Clements, Medical Inspector of the Local Government Board 
visited the South Island on J une 22nd and made a house to house 
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inspection. Subsequently, and acting upon liis recommendation, the 
Guardians of the Eelmullet Union, after some delay, were induced to 
establish isolation hospitals. Until their initiation it was found prac- 
tically impossible to adequately treat the number of cases that were 
daily occurring, or to limit the spread of the epidemic. It would appear 
that no medical relief tickets had been issued, nor were they applied 
for by the islanders until June 4th. 

In the early stage of the outbreak considerable difficulty was 
experienced in inducing the people to avail themselves of the medical 
relief within their reach, and in order to more effectually carry out the 
principles of isolation, and thus circumvent the epidemic, it was found 
necessary to take advantage of the 141st Section of the Public Health 
(Ireland; Act, 1878, and remove the patients to the hospitals. 

From the date of the inception of the arrangements for tlio complete 
isolation and proper nursing of the sick, the epidemic gradually 
declined. 

As to the origin of the outbreak, it must be noted that all the 
principal and primary causes that tend to favour the dissemination and 
spread of typhus fever were very evident on the islands — -overcrowding, 
the absence ot ventilation, many of the houses being windowless- — the 
keeping of animals (cattle, donkeys, pigs) in the actual sleeping apart- 
ments— manure heaps in immediate contact with the houses, open 
malodorous surface drains, the habits of the people, and, in addition, the 
houses ail being massed together on an area much too limited and con- 
gested. Each and every one of these causes combined to favour the 
spread of the disease once it obtained a foothold. 

As the epidemic increased and in order to meet the emergency, the 
isolation hospitals which were established in July proved a very great 
benefit— the one was for male patients and the other for females — each 
containing about ten beds, and both being fully equipped and furnished. 
The Congested Districts Board were good enough to grant the use of a 
large airy shed which admirably suited the treatment of the male 
patients, the island schoolhouse being utilized for the females. 

A very able Medical Officer (Dr. J ordan) was appointed temporarily in 
vmy for tile islands, and a highly efficient trained nursing staff from 
the City of Dublin Nursing Institution was also requisitioned. Their 
zealous and untiring services proved of inestimable value in, combating 
P™§r es f of tbe outbreak* It was very much to be regretted that 
the Medical Officer and some of the nursing staff contracted fever in the 
discharge of their arduous duties, but, although in some instances the 
isease ran a very severe course, I am happy to report there were no 
fatalities among them. 

. ® ix . deatl,s occurred up to the date of June 17th, but after the 
isolation and removal to tlie hospitals of the patients from their own in- 
sanitary and overcrowded dwellings no further deaihs were recorded, 
though many of tlie cases were of a virulent form, and others of an ill- 
defined type, it was remarkable that in a very limited number of the 
eases that came under observation, symptoms of an enteric nature pre- 
sented themselves m addition, to the typhus symptoms : the majority of 

e ca ses however passed through an uninterrupted course to recovery 
without any complication worthy of mention.

A rather serious difficulty presented itself in coping with the epidemic, 
viz. : — in maintaining a regular communication between the mainland 
and the islands, the nearest town, Belmullet, being twenty miles distant 
This difficulty was overcome by the Congested Districts Board placing 
their steamer “Granuaile” for a time at the disposal of the local 
authority, and, after her withdrawal, by the Admiralty allowing the 
use of H.M.S, “Albacore.” These arrangements facilitated the con- 
veyance of medical comforts and requisites to the islands. 

During the progress of the epidemic, public and domestic cleansing were 
vigorously carried out ; lime- washing, disinfection, and fumigation of all 
the houses was thoroughly done at frequent intervals, and ill addition, the 
inculcation of the first principles of personal and domestic hygiene were 
continuously brought under the notice of the islanders and with good 
effect. Windows were placed in all the houses that required them, the 
surface drains or open sewers were thoroughly cleaned out and dis- 
infected, manure heaps were removed, and the island village towards the 
close of the epidemic had put on quite a new garb. 

The hospitals ceased to be occupied on September 30th, though at 
this date there were yet remaining in the fever hospital at Belmullet 
one or two cases which were discharged some short time afterwards, one 
being an island resident and the other from the mainland. 

In the earlier stages of the outbreak Dr. Clements as well as Mr. 
Richard Bourke, Temporary Inspector, visited the islands at frequent 
intervals, and during the later period of the epidemic I was entrusted 
with a similar duty.
